RE:  1-9  Forms 

Federal  law  requires  all  new  employees  to  complete  a  Form  1-9,  Employment  Eligibility  Verification 
Form,  within  three  business  days  of  the  date  of  hire.    If  the  person  is  to  be  employed  for  less  than  three 
days,  the  form  must  be  completed  before  the  end  of  the  employee's  first  working  day.  This  law  affects 
both  new  staff  and  student  employees  who  are  working  for  the  college  for  the  first  time. 

Please  bring  or  send  all  of  your  new  employees,  including  students,  to  the  Business  Office  to  complete 
the  necessary  paperwork  within  their  first  three  days  of  work.  The  employee  will  need  to  bring  a  form 
of  photo-identification,  for  example,  a  driver's  license,  and  a  social  security  card  or  birth  certificate. 

The  law  is  a  result  of  the  Immigration  Reform  and  Control  Act  of  1986  and  was  created  to  require 
employers  to  hire  only  citizens  and  aliens  who  are  authorized  to  work  here.    Noncompliance  with  this 
law  carries  penalties  of  up  to  S10,000  for  each  unauthorized  employee.    Your  cooperation  is  anticipated 
and  expected.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 
LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

May  25,  1989 


President  Blumer  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  2:38  p.m.  and  led  the  faculty  in  prayer. 

The  purpose  of  this  special  meeting,  according  to  Dr.  Blumer,  was  singular  and  was  to  provide 
the  faculty  the  opportunity  to  organize  itself  and  to  proceed  in  responding  to  the  resolution  that 
had  been  recommended  by  the  "Task  Force  on  Governance"  and  then  adopted  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  (a  copy  of  this  report  was  attached  to  the  president's  memorandum  and 
was  received  by  all  members  of  the  faculty). 

President  Blumer  added  that  the  board  is  anticipating  receipt  of  a  report  from  the  faculty  by 
their  next  meeting  in  October. 

Owen  Herring  suggested  that  each  item  of  the  report  be  discussed  separately.  This  suggestion  was 
approved. 

Concerning  the  first  item,  John  Whelan  made  a  motion  that  this  issue  to  be  referred  to  the 
Governance  Committee  (consisting  of:  Bogle,  Diehl,  Giglio,  Haley,  Herring,  B.  Hurlbert,  Maples, 
Morris,  and  Opdahl).   A  friendly  amendment  was  made  by  Dick  Morris  to  permit  all  members  of 
the  faculty  to  participate  in  the  discussions  of  the  committee.   The  motion  and  its  friendly 
amendment  were  passed  by  acclamation. 

Concerning  the  second  item,  Dick  Morris  made  a  motion  that  the  Governance  Committee  develop 
an  amendment  to  the  faculty  constitution  which  would  designate  those  four  individuals  identified 
in  this  item  as  members  of  the  faculty.   This  motion  was  passed. 

Concerning  the  third  item,  John  Whelan  made  a  motion  to  refer  this  issue  to  the  Governance 
Committee.   This  motion  was  passed  by  acclamation. 

Item  four  was  discussed  but  no  action  was  taken. 

With  regard  to  the  fifth  item,  Dick  Morris  made  a  motion  to  refer  this  issue  to  the  Governance 
Committee.  This  motion  was  passed  by  acclamation. 

Concerning  the  sixth  item,  John  Piper  made  a  motion  to  designate  the  people  involved  in  the 
Task  Force  on  Student  Discipline  and  members  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  to  form  an  Ad 
hoc  Committee  to  bring  proposed  faculty  bylaw  changes  relative  to  student  discipline  to  the 
September  1989  meeting  (the  committee  will  consist  of:  Jack  Diehl,  Ed  Guerra,  Larry  Strauser, 
and  Rich  Weida).   This  motion  was  passed  by  acclamation.   Dr.  Blumer  mentioned  that  he  would 
also  ask  Dean  Van  Marter  and  Dean  O'Brien  to  identify  any  conflicts  that  they  were  aware  of, 
and  bring  them  all  to  the  discussion. 

Concerning  the  seventh  item,  Roger  Opdahl  made  a  motion  that  Dean  Van  Marter  and  the 
members  of  the  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  conduct  a  study  on  this  issue.  This  motion  was 
passed  by  acclamation. 

Concerning  the  eighth  item,  John  Whelan  made  a  motion  that  the  Committee  on  Faculty 
Personnel  study  the  whole  system  of  student  evaluation.   This  motion  was  passed  by  acclamation. 
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Concerning  the  ninth  item,  John  Piper  made  a  motion  to  send  the  issue  to  the  committee 
responsible  for  the  Faculty  Handbook.    A  friendly  amendment  was  made  by  Bruce  Hurlbert  that 
changes  in  the  board  policy  should  be  communicated  with  all  parties  involved  within  a  reasonable 
frame  of  time,  so  that  governing  documents  such  as  The  Faculty  Handbook  might  be  kept  current 
and,  therefore,  eliminate  potential  problems.   The  motion  and  its  friendly  amendment  were 
passed  by  acclamation. 

There  was  no  discussion,  nor  there  were  any  actions  taken,  concerning  the  last  (tenth)  item  of  the 
report.

SUBJ:    Faculty  Constitution  and  Bylaw  Revisions 


Background     A  Task  Force  on  Governance  (three  faculty,  three  administrators,  three  board 
members)  met  during  1988-89.    At  its  spring  1989  meeting  the  Board  adopted  the  Task  Force's 
ten-point  set  of  recommendations.    Many  of  these  points  call  for  responses  by  particular 
officers  and/or  existing  committees.    This  memo  concerns  some  central  matters  of  faculty 
organization  which  involve  revisions  to  the  Faculty  constitution  and  bylaws.    We  are  placing 
these  changes  on  the  agenda  for  the  September  1 1  faculty  meeting.    (Other  changes  in 
faculty  bylaws  and/or  policies  may  be  proposed  later.) 

Proposals.    The  attached  revisions  to  the  faculty  constitution  and  bylaws  are  designed  to 
accomplish  these  four  goals: 

(1)  Expand  the  membership  of  the  Faculty  to  include  the  four  remaining  chief  administrative 
officers.    The  President  and  the  Dean  of  the  College  are  already  included;  the  others  were 
formerly  members  but  have  not  been  in  recent  years. 

(2)  Create  elected  officers  of  the  Faculty.    Currently  the  President  is  designated  chair  of 
the  Faculty,  and  we  elect  only  the  secretary. 
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(3)  Create  an  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty. 

(4)  Create  a  faculty  committee  on  budgets,  salaries,  and  benefits.    Although  not  mentioned 

in  the  Task  Force  recommendations,  our  discussions  with  President  Douthat  have  convinced  us 
that  this  would  be  a  significant  improvement. 

If  these  main  changes  are  made,  various  secondary  changes  will  be  required — these  are 
included  in  what  follows.    These  revisions  are  intended  to  replace  existing  wording  (see  the 
Faculty  Handbook).    Further,  the  Faculty  will  be  asked  to  authorize  appropriate  changes  in 
bylaw  numbering. 

If  the  new  positions  included  in  these  proposals  are  approved  in  the  September  faculty 
meeting,  we  will  propose  (a)  that  we  immediately  elect  the  three  faculty  officers  (who  will  be 
members  of  the  Executive  Council)  and  the  untenured  member  of  the  Executive  Council,  and 
(b)  that  the  other  elected  members  of  the  new  Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits 
be  elected  by  mail  ballot  as  soon  as  possible,  with  the  terms  of  the  initial  committee 
memberships  staggered  according  to  strength  of  vote.    The  terms  of  office  for  each  of  these 
persons  shall  be  as  if  they  had  been  elected  at  the  time  regularly  specified  in  the  bylaws. 

Open  meeting.  In  order  to  allow  full  discussion  of  these  proposals  without  unduly  burdening 
the  regular  faculty  meeting  on  September  1 1 ,  the  Governance  Committee  invites  all  interested 
persons  to  an  open  meeting  on  September  5  at  4:30  p.m.  in  Science  25. 


1.1    CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  FACULTY  OF  LYCOMING  COLLEGE 
ARTICLE  III 

Voting  members  of  the  Faculty  shall  include  all  persons  serving  full-time  appointments  with 
academic  rank,  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Dean  of  the  College,  the  Dean  of  Student 
Services,  the  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Financial  Aid,  the  Executive  Director  for  College 
Advancement,  and  the  Treasurer.    Part-time  faculty  shall  be  considered  nonvoting  members  of 
the  Faculty. 

ARTICLE  IV 

The  officers  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty,  the  Vice  Chair  of  the  Faculty, 
and  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  1 

Regular  meetings  of  the  Faculty  ordinarily  shall  be  held  once  each  month  during  the 
academic  year. 

Section  2 

Either  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty  or  the  President  of  the  College  may  call  special 
meetings  of  the  Faculty. 
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1.2    BYLAWS 

ARTICLE  I.    Officers  and  Executive  Council 
Section  1.    Chair  of  the  Faculty 

1.  Duties.    The  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  meetings  of 
the  Faculty  and  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty.    The  Chair  shall  also  serve 
as  the  Faculty's  designated  liaison  with  other  campus  constituencies. 

2.  Election.   The  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  tenured  member  elected  annually  for  a 
term  of  one  year.    Upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  terms  of  service,  the 
incumbent  shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  Chair  for  one  year. 

The  election  of  the  Chair,  whose  term  shall  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
academic  year,  shall  be  by  paper  ballot  in  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  spring 
semester.  The  first  ballot  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  members  who  are  eligible  to 
serve.    If  no  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes  cast,  a  second  ballot  shall  contain 
only  the  names  of  those  who  would  have  had  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  on  the 
previous  ballot  if  they  had  also  received  the  votes  cast  for  all  the  candidates 
receiving  fewer  votes.    Additional  ballots  shall  be  conducted  until  one  candidate 
receives  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast;  this  person  shall  thereby  be  elected. 

Section  2.    Vice  Chair  of  the  Faculty 

1.  Duties.    The  Vice  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  fulfill  the  duties  of  the  Chair  in  the 
absence  of  the  Chair  and  shall  serve  on  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty.    When 
the  office  of  Chair  becomes  vacant,  the  Vice  Chair  shall  become  Chair. 

2.  Election.    The  Vice  Chair  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  tenured  member  elected  annually 
for  a  term  of  one  year.    Upon  completion  of  two  consecutive  terms,  the  incumbent 
shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  Vice  Chair  for  a  period  of  one  year. 

The  election  of  the  Vice  Chair,  whose  term  shall  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
academic  year,  shall  take  place  immediately  following  the  election  of  the  Chair  and 
by  the  same  method  used  in  that  election.    If  the  office  of  Vice  Chair  becomes 
vacant,  the  Executive  Council  shall  elect  a  replacement  to  complete  the  unexpired 
term. 

Section  3.     Secretary  of  the  Faculty 

1.  Duties.    The  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  shall  maintain  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Faculty  and  meetings  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty,  circulate  agendas  for 
the  meetings  of  the  Faculty,  conduct  Faculty  elections,  and  serve  on  the  Executive 
Council  of  the  Faculty. 

2.  Election.    The  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  shall  be  a  member  with  academic  rank.    The 
Secretary  shall  be  elected  annually  for  a  term  of  one  year.    Upon  completion  of  two 
consecutive  terms,  the  incumbent  shall  not  be  eligible  to  serve  as  Secretary  for  one 
year. 

The  election  of  the  Secretary,  whose  term  shall  start  at  the  beginning  of  the  next 
year,  shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  method  as  the  election  of  the 
Chair.  If  the  office  of  Secretary  becomes  vacant,  the  Executive  Council  shall  elect  a 
replacement  to  complete  the  unexpired  term. 
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Section  4.    Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty 

1.  Duties.    The  Executive  Council  shall  direct  the  central  administrative  affairs  of  the 
faculty  organization,  maintain  general  oversight  of  the  operation  of  the  faculty 
organization,  encourage  appropriate  forms  of  faculty  participation  in  college  decision 
making,  develop  cooperative  relationships  with  other  college  constituencies,  and  keep 
members  informed  of  college  deliberations  and  decisions  of  importance  to  the 
faculty. 

The  following  specific  duties  are  assigned  to  the  council: 

A.  Establish  the  agenda  for  meetings  of  the  Faculty. 

B.  Make  appointments,  subject  to  confirmation  by  the  General  Committee  on 
Academic  Affairs,  of  faculty  members  to  the  various  appointive  committees 
described  in  Article  VI  of  the  Faculty  Bylaws.    Selection  of  members  for  these 
committees  shall  be  preceded  by  a  survey  of  faculty  interests,  and  the  Executive 
Council  shall  give  due  consideration  to  both  continuity  and  new  participation. 

C.  Supervise  faculty  elections  conducted  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

D.  Following  procedures  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Faculty,  identify  faculty 
members  to  be  representatives  to  bodies  which  are  not  part  of  the  faculty 
organization — such  as,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  committees  of  the  Board,  and 
administrative  or  all-college  committees.    These  procedures  may  involve 
nomination,  limited  or  open  election,  appointment,  selection  ex  officio,  or 
whatever  means  the  faculty  will  approve,  and  they  may  vary  for  representatives 
to  different  bodies. 

2.  Membership.    The  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  shall  consist  of  the  Chair  of  the 
Faculty,  the  Vice  Chair,  the  Secretary,  the  Chair  of  the  General  Committee  on 
Academic  Affairs,  the  Chair  of  the  Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits,  the 
Dean  of  the  College,  and  one  untenured  member  of  the  Faculty  with  academic  rank 
to  be  elected  in  the  first  regular  faculty  meeting  of  the  academic  year  using  the 
method  used  to  elect  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty. 

ARTICLE  IV.    General  rules  for  appointive  committees 

5.     All  appointive  committees  shall  meet  on  a  regular  basis  and  shall  inform  the  Dean  of 
the  College  and  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty,  in  writing,  of  their  schedules  of  meetings 
for  the  academic  year  prior  to  the  end  of  the  first  month  of  that  academic  year. 

7.  Committee  appointments  for  the  forthcoming  academic  year  shall  be  announced  by  the 
Chair  of  the  Faculty  prior  to  the  end  of  each  academic  year. 

8.  Each  appointive  committee  shall  provide  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  the  Chair  of 
the  Faculty  an  up-to-date  and  complete  set  of  minutes,  available  to  each  faculty 
member. 


1 1 .  Ad  hoc  committees  may  be  established  by  the  Faculty. 
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ARTICLE  V.    Elective  Committees 

Section  1.    Election  Process  for  Elective  Standing  Committees 

1 .  For  purposes  of  elections,  the  following  rank  order  is  established  for  the  elective 
standing  committees: 

1)  The  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Tenure 

2)  The  Committee  on  Budgets,  Salaries,  and  Benefits 

3)  The  Committee  on  Faculty  Personnel 

4)  The  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievances. 

2.  The  elections  of  members  to  the  above  listed  committees  shall  occur  during  the 
spring  semester  following  the  election  of  the  officers  of  the  Faculty,  and  the 
committee  elections  shall  be  held  in  the  order  indicated  above.    The  Secretary  of  the 
Faculty  shall  conduct  the  elections,  and  they  shall  be  audited  by  the  Parliamentarian. 
All  faculty  members  with  rank  shall  be  eligible  to  vote  for  members  of  these 
committees. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  a  faculty  member  may  serve  on  only  one  elective 
standing  committee  of  the  Faculty  at  the  same  time.    Persons  who  will  be  serving  as 
officers  of  the  Faculty  or  as  members  of  higher  ranked  elective  committees  in  the 
following  year  shall  be  excluded  from  the  ballot  for  lower  ranked  committees.    A 
member  retiring  from  an  elective  committee  may  not  again  serve  on  that  committee 
for  one  year. 

4.  For  all  elective  committees  except  the  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty 
Grievances,  each  voter  shall  be  asked  to  vote  for  three  candidates.    The  second 
ballot  shall  contain  the  names  of  the  three  persons  who  received  the  greatest  number 
of  votes.    Each  voter  shall  be  asked  to  rank  all  the  names  on  this  ballot  in  the 
order  of  his  or  her  preference.    If  any  candidate  is  ranked  above  each  of  the  other 
candidates  on  a  majority  of  the  ballots  returned,  that  candidate  shall  be  declared  the 
winner.    If  not,  each  candidate  shall  receive  for  each  ballot  a  number  of  points  equal 
to  the  number  of  candidates  with  lower  rank  on  that  ballot.    The  candidate  with  the 
largest  total  point  count  shall  be  declared  the  winner.    The  terms  of  those  elected 
begin  at  the  start  of  the  next  academic  year. 

5.  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievances  shall  be 
chosen  by  one  mail  ballot  containing  the  names  of  all  eligible  faculty  members,  with 
the  winners  to  be  selected  by  the  single  transferable  vote  method  as  described  in 
Free  Elections,  W.J.M.  MacKenzie,  Rinehart  and  Co.,  1958,  Chapter  VIII. 

6.  Except  for  the  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievances,  when  a 
vacancy  occurs  in  any  of  the  elective  committees,  the  post  shall  be  filled  by  a 
special  election,  and  the  replacement  thereby  elected  shall  complete  the  unexpired 
term.    Vacancies  which  occur  on  the  Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty 
Grievances  are  not  filled  until  the  next  regular  election.    When  more  than  three 
vacancies  exist  on  this  committee,  all  vacancies  shall  be  elected  on  the  same  ballot. 
The  fourth,  fifth,  etc.,  persons  elected  shall  fill  out  the  terms  of  those  they  are 
replacing.    In  cases  where  there  is  more  than  one  replacement  for  terms  of  varying 
duration,  the  person  with  the  highest  preference  shall  assume  the  longer  term. 

7.  Each  elective  committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairperson  and  establish  criteria  and 
procedures  for  its  own  operation,  provided  they  in  no  way  violate  the  letter  or  spirit 
of  the  Bylaws.    The  faculty  shall  be  made  aware  of  the  procedures  adopted  and  any 
changes  in  them. 
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Section  3.    Committee  on  Academic  Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievances 

3.     The  Committee  shall  consist  of  nine  members  of  the  faculty  holding  academic  rank, 
excluding  administrative  officials,  each  of  whom  shall  serve  a  term  of  three  years. 


Section  5.    Committee  on  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits 

1.  The  functions  of  this  committee  are: 

A.  To  advise  concerning  policies  on  faculty  salary,  on  faculty  benefits  (such  as 
pensions,  insurance  plans,  sick  leaves,  family  leaves,  group  health  insurance, 
tuition  remission,  and  retirement),  and  on  other  matters  of  financial  planning. 

B.  To  advise  on  matters  pertaining  to  the  academic  budget,  including  departmental 
budgets. 

C.  To  advise  on  matters  pertaining  to  physical  plant  utilization,  especially  for 
academic  use. 

2.  The  committee  shall  be  constituted  as  follows: 

A.  There  shall  be  one  member  from  each  of  the  following  groups  of  departments. 
The  terms  of  these  members  shall  be  five  years,  with  these  terms  staggered  to 
allow  for  one  to  expire  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year. 

1)  Astronomy  and  Physics,  Biology,  Chemistry,  Mathematics,  Nursing 

2)  Economics,  History,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  Sociology-Anthropology 

3)  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Theatre 

4)  English,  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures,  Philosophy,  Religion 

5)  Accounting,  Business  Administration,  Education,  Library,  Mass 
Communication 

B.  One  or  two  additional  members  with  rank  may  be  nominated  by  the  Executive 
Council  and  confirmed  by  the  Faculty  if  they  are  deemed  necessary  to  achieve 
appropriate  balance  in  such  matters  as  rank,  sex,  fiscal  or  other  special 
expertise,  etc.    The  terms  of  these  members  shall  be  one  year,  and  they  shall 
be  selected  in  the  first  regular  faculty  meeting  of  the  academic  year.

PREFACE 

On  May  25,  1989  a  special  meeting  of  the  faculty  was  called  t 
discuss  recommendations  adopted  by  the  Task  Force  on  Governance.  At 
this  meeting,  the  faculty,  in  response  to  Task  Force  recommendations 
and  #9,  formed  an  Ad  hoc  Committee  (composed  of  Jack  Diehl,  Ed  Guerra 
Larry  Strauser  and  Rich  Weida)  to  bring  proposed  faculty  bylaw  change 
relative  to  student  discipline  to  the  September  1989  faculty  meeting. 
In  response  to  this  instruction  from  the  faculty  we  propose  the  bylaw 
changes  as  presented  below: 

Article  VI,  section  3,  number  4  - 

CURRENT  TEXT 

Committee  on  Discipline 

The  functions  of  this  committee  are: 

To  hear  appeals  of  all  disciplinary  actions  by  the  Dean  of  Studen 
Services  or  his  representative  which  involve  involuntary  separati 
from  the  college.  All  such  disciplinary  actions  are  appealable  t 
this  committee  upon  request  of  the  student  being  separated. 

To  review  all  disciplinary  actions  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Service 
or  his  representative  which  involve  involuntary  separation  by  the 
college. 

To  review  all  cases  of  voluntary  withdrawal  from  the  college  in 
which  disciplinary  action  is  being  considered  against  the  student 
(at  the  time  of  his  withdrawal)  for  an  offense  which  could  incur 
penalty  appealable  to  this  committee.   The  phrase  "being 
considered"  in  the  preceding  sentence  includes  situations  in  whic 
the  student  has  been  informed,  in  either  oral  or  written  form,  th 
his  behavior  could  result  in  separation  from  the  college.

To  recommend  policy  concerning  disciplinary  procedures  within  the 
college  community.   The  committee  may  serve,  upon  written  request, 
as  a  resource  to  other  groups  or  individuals  legitimately  involved 
in  the  disciplinary  function  at  all  levels  within  the  college 
community. 

To  hear  appeals  of  decisions  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standing 
in  cases  involving  academic  dishonesty. 

When  hearing  appeals,  the  Committe  on  Discipline  may  take  any  of  the 
following  actions: 

Affirm  the  origianl  decision. 

—  Reduce  the  penalty. 

Request  a  rehearing  of  the  charges  by  the  Dean  of  Student  Services. 
This  rehearing  is  subject  to  appeal  or  review  by  the  Committee  on 
Discipline. 

—  Reinstate  students  separated  from  the  college  by  prior  disciplinary 
action  of  the  Dean  of  Student  Services  or  his  subordinates. 

In  appeals  of  decisions  of  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standing  in 
cases  involving  academic  dishonesty,  the  Committee  on  Discipline 
may  affirm  the  original  decision,  reduce  the  penalty,  recommend 
reconsideration  by  the  Committee  on  Academic  Standing,  or  nullify 
the  original  decision. 

Any  of  the  principals  involved  may  appeal  any  final  decision  of  the 
Committee  on  Discipline  to  the  President  of  the  College.   When 
reviewing  cases,  the  Committee  on  Discipline  may,  by  majority  vote, 
request  clarification  and/or  modification  of  a  disciplinary  action  by 
the  Dean  of  Student  Services.

SUBJECT:     GUIDELINES  FOR  PROPOSING  CURRICULAR  CHANGE 

The  Bylaws  of  the  Faculty  (Article  VI,  2,2)  charge  the  Committee  on  Curriculum 
Development  with  responsibility  for  dealing  with  curricular  changes.  All 
changes  in  the  curriculum  (including  those  thought  to  be  minor)  are  to  be 
considered  by  this  cxmmittee  and,  where  appropriate,  recommended  for  further 
action  by  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  and  the  Faculty,  which  has 
authority  to  effect  changes  in  the  curriculum  of  the  College. 

Curriculum  changes  may  be  submitted  by  anyone,  but  it  is  recommended  that 
proposals  for  curriculum  change  first  be  discussed  with  the  relevant 
departments  and  student  advisory  groups.  Proposers  of  change  are  referred  to 
the  Faculty  Handbook's  Section  5.13  on  "Curricular  Changes." 

Changes  may  be  submitted  at  any  time,  but  changes  to  be  incorporated  in  the 
next  catalog  and  the  next  fall  semester  schedule  should  be  in  committee  hands 
by  December  1.  All  proposals  (twelve  copies)  are  to  be  submitted  to  R.  Larson, 
Convenor,  Committee  on  Curriculum  Development,  Faculty  Box  67.  All  proposals 
will  receive  prompt  attention  and  response. 

To  facilitate  review  of  each  curricular  proposal,  the  committee  asks  that  the 
following  information  be  included: 

1.  Current  Catalog  Entry  (if  applicable) .  The  exact  catalog  entry  where 
proposed  change  or  changes  are  to  take  place. 

2.  New  or  revised  catalog  entry.  The  exact  description  of  what  is  to  be  placed 
in  the  catalog,  and  where  it  will  be  placed.  It  is  important  that  proposals 
submitted  be  clear  and  organized  in  a  manner  that  makes  them  catalog  ready. 

3.  Justification .  This  may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  response  to  these 
Questions:  How  will  the  attractiveness  of  the  curriculum  be  affected? 
Which  students  will  benefit  from  this  change?  How  will  they  benefit?  If  a 
course  is  to  be  added  or  changed,  how  is  the  content  of  the  course  related 
to  other  courses,  both  in  the  same  department  and  in  others?  How  will  this 
change  affect  the  scheduling  of  other  courses?  What  size  enrollment  is 
anticipated?

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

September  11,  1989 

President  Douthat  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  4:12  p.m.  and  Rev.  Marco  Hunsberger  led  the  faculty 
in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  April  10,  1989  meeting  were  approved  as  distributed. 

The  minutes  of  May  25,  1989  meeting  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Orders  of  the  Day: 

1.  Dick  Morris  was  appointed  Parliamentarian  on  an  interim  basis. 

2.  Election  of  the  faculty  secretary  was  postponed  until  the  approval  of  the  new  structure  which 
also  includes  the  election  of  the  faculty  secretary. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Michelle  Ficca,  Mehrdad  Madresehee,  and  Arthur  Sterngold  were  elected  to  the  Academic 
Freedom  and  Grievance  Committee  for  terms  expiring  in  1992.    Jack  Diehl  was  elected  to  the 
same  Committee  for  a  term  expiring  in  1990. 

Old  Business:    None 

New  Business: 

President  Douthat  turned  the  meeting  over  to  the  representatives  of  the  Faculty  Governance 
Committee  to  proceed  with  the  new  business. 

Owen  Herring  assumed  the  responsibility  of  chairing  the  meeting. 

Owen  suggested  that  the  Governance  Committee's  report,  appearing  on  pages  6-11  of  the 
September  1,  1989  Academic  Bulletin,  be  divided  and  discussed  in  two  parts:  first,  consideration  of 
the  proposed  changes  made  in  the  faculty  constitution,  and  second,  discussion  of  the  proposed 
changes  in  the  faculty  bylaws.    This  suggestion  was  approved. 

The  proposals  concerning  the  suggested  changes  in  the  faculty  constitution,  as  they  appeared  on 
the  second  half  of  page  7,  were  discussed  and  put  to  a  vote.    The  result  of  a  vote  cast  by  a  secret 
ballot  was  71  to  3  in  favor  of  changing  the  faculty  constitution. 

With  regard  to  faculty  bylaw  changes,  Owen  suggested  that  each  page  of  the  report  be  discussed 
and  voted  upon  separately.    This  suggestion  was  approved. 

Concerning  page  8  (duties  of  the  officers  of  the  faculty),  David  Haley  moved  to  amend  line  16  to 
read  "receiving  the  same  number  or  fewer  votes".    This  friendly  amendment  to  the  proposal  was 
passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

John  Whelan  and  Arthur  Sterngold  moved  two  more  amendments  to  page  8  that  would  replace 
line  13  with  the  following  wording:  "serve.    However,  prior  to  the  day  of  an  election  a  faculty 
member  may  instruct  the  secretary  to  withdraw  his  or  her  name  from  consideration.    These 
instructions  shall  be  honored  only  if  not  more  than  20%  of  those  eligible  make  such  requests.    If 
no  one  receives  a  majority  of  votes  cast  on  the  first  ballot,  a  second  ballot  shall  contain".    Before 
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putting  these  two  amendments  to  the  vote,  Owen  elaborated  that  the  changes  proposed  in  these 
two  amendments  specifying  the  procedure  for  the  Chair's  election,  if  passed,  would  also  affect 
other  places  in  this  proposal  (i.e.,  elections  of  Vice  Chair,  Secretary,  and  untenured  member  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty).    These  two  amendments  were  passed  by  straw  votes.    The 
main  motion  (i.e.,  approving  the  amended  proposals  that  do  appear  on  page  8)  was  also  passed  by 
a  straw  vote. 

Concerning  the  proposals  made  on  the  top  two-thirds  of  page  9,  (i.e.,  Executive  Council  of  the 
Faculty),  John  Piper  moved  to  delete  from  Section  4,  paragraph  2,  "the  Dean  of  the  College"  from 
the  membership  list  and  the  following  sentence  to  be  added  to  the  paragraph:  "The  Dean  of  the 
College  meets  with  the  Council  except  when  Council  elects  to  meet  in  executive  session".    This 
amendment  was  passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

Stan  Wilk  moved  to  amend  paragraph  2  discussed  above,  the  following  sentences  to  be  added  to 
the  paragraph  right  after  methods  used  to  elect  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty:  "After  the  above 
members  have  been  selected,  if  there  is  only  one  untenured  member,  a  second  one  shall  be  elected 
using  the  same  method.    The  term  of  office  for  the  one  or  two  untenured  members  shall  be  one 
year".    This  amendment  was  passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

Concerning  the  last  one-thirds  of  page  9  (General  rules  for  appointive  committees),  John  Piper 
moved  that  the  last  two  lines  of  paragraph  8  be  replaced  by:  "the  Faculty  an  up-to-date  and 
complete  set  of  minutes.    These  shall  be  made  available  to  faculty  through  publication  in  the 
Academic  Bulletin,  unless  confidentiality  dictates  otherwise".    This  amendment  was  passed  by  a 
straw  vote. 

The  main  motion  (i.e.,  approving  the  amended  proposals  that  do  appear  on  page  9)  was  passed  by 
a  straw  vote. 

A  motion  to  approve  the  proposals  appearing  on  page  10  was  passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

The  faculty  then  considered  page  11,  (all  page,  except  Article  VI).    John  Whelan  moved  that 
part  1  of  Section  5  (i.e.,  duties  and  functions  of  the  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits  Committee),  be 
replaced  by  the  following: 

"1.     The  function  of  this  committee  is  to  advise  the  Dean  of  the  College,  the  President,  and 
others  on  matters  pertaining  to 

A.  the  academic  budget,  including  departmental  staffing  and  budget; 

B.  the  relation  of  the  academic  budget  to  other  main  divisions  of  the  total  college 
budget; 

C.  policies  on  faculty  salary  and  faculty  benefits  (such  as  pensions,  insurance  plans, 
sick  leaves,  family  leaves,  group  health  insurance,  tuition  remission,  and 
retirement); 

D.  the  financial  implications  for  academic  programming  and  budgeting  which  result 
from  those  admissions  policies  which  affect  class  enrollment  and  profile;  and 

E.  physical  plant  utilization,  especially  for  academic  use. 

In  performing  these  functions,  the  committee  shall  consult  with  and  report  to  the  faculty, 
except  when  confidentiality  is  required." 
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This  amendment  was  passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

Santhusht  deSilva  moved  the  following  changes  to  the  main  proposal:  use  the  word  "medical  leave" 
instead  of  "sick  leave"  wherever  the  latter  is  used.    This  friendly  amendment  was  passed  by  a 
straw  vote. 

The  main  motion  (i.e.,  approving  the  amended  proposals  on  page  11,  except  for  Article  VI),  was 
passed  by  a  straw  vote. 

A  motion  was  made  to  accept  Article  VI,  on  page  11.    This  motion  was  passed  by  acclamation. 

The  following  people  were  elected  as  the  officers  of  the  faculty  for  the  1989-1990  academic  year: 
Owen  F.  Herring  was  elected  the  Chair  of  the  Faculty;  David  K.  Haley  was  elected  the  Vice  Chair 
of  the  Faculty;  and  John  F.  Piper,  Jr.  was  elected  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.    Faculty  also  elected 
David  G.  Fisher  as  an  untenured  member  of  the  newly  established  "Executive  Council  of  the 
Faculty". 

The  audience  applauded  Tom  Henninger,  Director  of  Computer  Services,  for  his  successful  efforts 
in  computerizing  the  elections. 

The  report  from  the  Ad  hoc  Committee  to  propose  bylaw  changes  relative  to  Student  Discipline 
(printed  on  pages  12-14  of  9-1-1989  Academic  Bulletin)  was  discussed  and  passed  by  a  straw  vote. 
Even  though  this  proposal  brought  the  faculty  bylaws  into  agreement  with  the  current  policies  of 
student  discipline,  some  of  the  faculty  wanted  to  reopen  the  issue  of  the  faculty  involvement  in 
student  discipline. 

Administrative  Reports: 

1)  James  Spencer,  Dean  of  Admissions  and  Financial  Aid,  delivered  an  "admissions"  update. 

2)  At  Dean  Van  Martens  request,  department  chairs  introduced  new  members  of  their 
respective  departments. 

3)  Dean  Van  Marter  thanked  the  faculty  for  their  participation  in  the  Freshman  Seminar.    She 
also  reminded  the  faculty  that  there  would  be  a  meeting  on  this  Thursday  to  evaluate  the 
Seminar.

Department  Chairpersons  were  reminded  that 
they  would  be  meeting  after  the  G.C.A.A.  meeting  on  September  18,  and  asked  that  they  be 
prepared  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  adding  a  new  time  slot  (8:45-9:50  A.M.;  MWF)  to  the 
course  schedule.

He  has 
served  as  a  U.S.  Army  Artillery  officer  and  as  vice  principal  of  a  high  school  of  over  4000  students. 
During  nineteen  years  of  general  law  practice,  he  served  as  chief  negotiator  for  the  School  District  of 
Philadelphia  and  chief  counsel  to  the  International  Association  of  Machinists  and  Aerospace  Workers, 
Local  Lodge  159,  AFL-CIO.    He  currently  serves  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  Counseling 
or  Referral  Assistance  (CORA),  a  youth  service  organization  providing  assistance  to  over  twenty 
thousand  families  a  year.    He  has  been  active  in  many  community  and  fraternal  organizations  including 
the  Irish  Society  of  Philadelphia  of  which  he  is  secretary,  the  Emerald  Education  Committee,  the  Order 
of  the  Sons  of  Italy  in  America,  and  the  American  Catholic  Historical  Society.    In  February  of  1988, 
Judge  Melinson  was  appointed  by  Governor  Casey  to  the  Superior  Court  of  Pennsylvania.    Judge

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EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  FACULTY 

MINUTES 
22  September  1989 

The  Council  met  in  D-201.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  David  Haley,  H.  Bruce  Weaver,  David  Fisher,  John 
Piper,  and  Dean  Van  Marter. 

1.  The  Council  discussed  procedures  for  counting  the  ballots  and  the  final  vote  for  the  Committee 
on  Budgets,  Salaries,  and  Benefits.    The  decision  reached  was  that  the  person  with  the  largest 
majority  win  would  receive  the  five  year  term,  the  person  with  the  next  majority  win  the  four  year 
term,  and  so  forth.    In  those  categories  where  a  point  count  would  be  needed  to  determine  a 
winner,  persons  will  receive  staggered  terms  beginning  with  the  highest  point  count  receiving  the 
longest  term.    See  Bylaws,  Article  5,  Elective  Committees,  Section  I,  Part  4. 

2.  Chairman  Herring  reported  on  a  meeting  with  President  Douthat.    President  Douthat  sent  to  the 
Council  the  recommendations  of  the  Task  Force  on  Governance  and  asked  for  advice  and 
suggestions  concerning  four  of  the  recommendations.   The  Council  reviewed  the  ten 
recommendations  noting  that  Number  1  has  been  completed  (To  elect  a  chair  of  the  faculty,  etc.), 
Number  2  is  in  process,  Number  6  has  been  completed  (Student  discipline),  and  Numbers  9  and 
10  are  general  implementing  matters. 

Number  3  (Planning  Council)  will  be  the  basis  of  a  discussion  between  the  Executive  Council  and 
the  President  on  Thursday,  September  28th. 

Number  4  (Faculty  placed  on  the  Administrative  Council).  President  Douthat  plans  to  invite  the 
Faculty  Council  (or  members  thereof)  to  meetings  with  the  Administrative  Council  about  twice  a 
month. 

Number  5  (Faculty  representation  on  Board  of  Trustees  Committee).  The  Faculty  Council  is  to 
select  persons  to  these  committees  once  an  appropriate  list  of  Trustees'  Committees  is  received. 
Chairman  Herring  reported  that  faculty  will  be  invited  to  the  ordinary  sessions  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Board,  but  not  to  Executive  sessions. 

Number  7  (Promotion  and  Tenure  Procedures).   President  Douthat  has  requested  a  statement  of 
these  procedures,  including  a  calendar  of  activities  for  Board  of  Trustees  members.    Bruce  Weaver 
agreed  to  produce  such  a  narrative  statement  in  time  for  the  October  Board  meeting. 

Number  8  (Student  Evaluation  of  Faculty).    President  Douthat  requests  a  description  of  this 
process  for  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.    David  Haley  agreed  to  work  with  the  chairman  of 
the  Faculty  Personnel  Committee  or  her  designate  to  prepare  such  a  statement. 

3.  Agenda  for  Faculty  meeting.    The  Council  discussed  at  length  the  Agenda  for  the  first  faculty 
meeting  under  the  direction  of  the  Council.    The  Council  decided  to  follow  the  standard  format 
for  this  initial  meeting,  including  opening  with  prayer.    The  Faculty  Council  will  draw  up  an 
agenda  to  include  at  least  the  following  matters: 

(1)  Possible  election  of  a  non  tenured  member  to  the  Faculty  Council. 

(2)  Possible  appointment  of  additional  persons  to  the  Committee  on  Budgets,  Salaries,  and 
Benefits. 

(3)  Discussion  of  the  format  of  the  faculty  meeting. 
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(4)    Report  from  the  Faculty  Council. 

In  addition  the  Agenda  will  include  an  opportunity  for  reports  from  faculty  members  who  are 
administrators,  including  in  particular  a  report  from  Dean  Van  Marter  on  preparations  for 
Middle  States  Evaluation,  and  a  report  from  Bob  Maples  as  chair  of  the  Admissions  Committee. 

4.  Miscellaneous  matters. 

a.  Chairman  Herring  will  communicate  to  the  administrative  members  of  the  faculty  a  gracious 
welcome  inviting  them  to  be  a  full  part  of  the  faculty  meetings. 

b.  Discussion.  The  Council  discussed  the  role  of  previously  distributed  reports  but  reached  no 
conclusion  on  how  that  process  would  continue. 

c.  The  Council  will  write  to  the  chairs  of  the  various  faculty  committees  encouraging  them  to 
examine  the  Bylaws  pertinent  to  their  functions  with  an  eye  to  reviewing  or  updating  them. 

d.  The  Faculty  Secretary  will  check  with  the  Dean  about  the  possibility  of  moving  the 
secretary's  work  from  the  second  floor  secretary  to  the  first  floor  secretary  and  about  asking 
Carole  Thompson  to  take  minutes  at  faculty  meetings. 

e.  Faculty  meeting  minutes  will  continue  to  be  published  in  the  Academic  Bulletin.  Minutes  of 
the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty,  once  approved  by  the  Council,  will  also  be  published  in 
the  Academic  Bulletin. 

f.  In  response  to  questions  about  the  position  of  the  Registrar,  the  Dean  reported  that  no 
decision  had  been  reached  yet. 

5.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Council  was  tentatively  set  for  Friday,  29  September  1989, 
3:30  p.m.,  D-201.    The  Agenda  for  that  meeting  will  include  reports  from  H.  Bruce  Weaver  and 
David  Haley  on  materials  to  be  given  to  the  President. 


NEW  INDEPENDENT  STUDIES  COMMITTEE  APPLICATIONS  DEADLINES 

The  Independent  Studies  Committee  is  revising  all  forms  for  Independent  Studies.    These  will  be  in  the 
Registrar's  Office  in  mid-October.    There  will  be  new  forms  for  honors  projects,  for  internships,  for 
catalog  courses  taken  as  independent  studies,  and  for  studies  in  a  special  topic. 

The  following  statement  concerns  due  dates  for  submitting  applications  for  any  kind  of  independent 
studies  project. 

"All  applications  for  Independent  Studies  (Special  Topics,  Honors,  Internships,  and  Catalog 
Courses  taken  as  Independent  Studies)  must  be  approved  by  the  Independent  Studies 
Committee.    The  deadline  for  submitting  all  independent  studies  applications  to  the  Registrar's 
Office  is  one  full  week  before  the  beginning  of  registration  for  sophomores,  juniors,  and  seniors. 
Since  registration  for  the  Spring  Semester  of  1990  begins  on  November  7,  all  applications  for 
independent  studies  must  be  received  in  the  Registrar's  Office  by  October  31.    The  Committee  will 
review  applications  for  Independent  Studies  submitted  by  October  31  before  the  registration 
period  ends.    The  Committee  will  also  review  late  applications  if  these  are  received  by  the 
Registrar  before  the  final  day  of  registration  for  the  Spring  Semester  (Friday,  November  17). 
Applications  submitted  after  the  close  of  registration  on  November  17  are  not  eligible  for 
work  in  Independent  Studies  for  the  Spring  Semester  of  1990." 
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COMPUTER  UPDATE 

Faculty  secretaries  now  have  HP  Laser  printers  in  their  offices  and  are  using  WordPerfect  version  5.0. 

Hard  disk  drives  have  been  installed  on  the  PC's  located  in  the  faculty  prep  rooms  (D217  &  D307). 

BMDP,  a  statistical  package,  has  been  installed  on  the  Prime,  DEC,  EXL,  and  all  PC's  in  B200. 

Lotus  1-2-3  version  2.2  has  been  installed  on  all  PC's  in  B200. 

There  is  a  PC  loaner  program  in  which  faculty  may  borrow  a  PC  for  a  short  period  of  time.    The 
college  also  offers  an  interest-free  loan  program  for  full-time  faculty  and  staff  to  purchase  PC's.    The 
loan  is  paid  back  by  payroll  deductions  over  a  two-year  period.    Interested  faculty  and  staff  members 
should  contact  Carol  Murray  at  4153  for  more  information. 

Thanks  to  grants  from  the  Kemper  Foundation  and  Epson  Corporation,  9  Epson  Equity  II  Plus 
computers  and  5  Epson  LQ510  printers  have  been  provided  to  the  business  and  Economics 
Departments.    This  equipment  is  being  used  in  the  Business/Economic  Computer  Lab  (Room  D102),  the 
Economic  Research  Bureau  (Room  D103),  and  in  faculty  offices. 

C-CUE  INTERLIBRARY  LOAN  SOFTWARE 

Lycoming  faculty  and  staff  may  now  borrow  for  preview  purposes  from  a  large  collection  of  software  at 
Carnegie  Mellon  University.    The  catalog  of  available  software  is  now  on  permanent  reserve  at  the 
circulation  desk  in  the  college  library.    Copies  of  the  C-CUE  interlibrary  borrowing  request  form  are 
available  with  the  catalog.    Lycoming  faculty  and  staff  may  borrow  up  to  two  software  packages  at  a 
time.    All  requests  must  be  made  by  using  the  C-CUE  ILL  Request  Form  which  must  be  filled  out 
completely  including  the  requester's  signature  on  the  back  of  the  form  acknowledging  the  printed 
copyright  restrictions. 

The  C-CUE  lending  institution  will  provide  copies  of  software  to  the  borrower.    If  the  software  disk  is 
damaged  while  on  loan,  no  fine  will  be  assessed.    However,  if  the  accompanying  documentation  is 
damaged,  the  borrower  is  liable  for  replacement  and  processing  costs. 

The  primary  purpose  of  the  Interlibrary  Loan  of  Software  program  is  to  facilitate  evaluation  of  a  wide 
range  of  educational  software.    As  part  of  this  purpose,  borrowed  software  may  be  used  for  instruction 
or  other  purposes.    However,  borrowed  software  cannot  be  placed  on  reserve,  nor  can  it  be  used 
simultaneously  by  more  than  one  user  (e.g.  by  an  entire  class  or  lab).

PDGs  cannot 
be  funded  in  conjunction  with  sabbatical  leaves  or  considered  in 
addition  to  sabbatical  leaves,  and  only  one  PDG  per  year  per  faculty 
member  can  be  considered  (See  Faculty  Handbook,  p.  3-5). 

-Applications  for  Professional  Development  Grants  from  faculty  in  their 
first  year  of  service  can  be  considered.

WEDNESDAY  LIBRARY  FORUM 

Mr.  Michael  Bowen,  Class  of  '84,  will  present  "Guatemala:    Image  vs.  Reality".    Mr.  Bowen  graduated 
from  Lycoming  in  1984  and  the  Temple  University  School  of  Law  in  1989.    He  is  presently  working 
with  Central  Pennsylvania  Legal  Services  in  Harrisburg,  a  firm  which  provides  community  legal  services. 
This  summer  he  traveled  to  Guatemala  with  a  group  of  attorneys  from  the  National  Lawyers  Guild  to 
speak  .with  human  rights  organizations,  labor  leaders,  church  groups,  widows,  health  care  providers,  and 
members  of  political  parties  to  determine  if  that  country  was,  in  the  words  of  Guatemalan  President 
Vinicio  Cerezo,  an  "island  of  peace  and  democracy"  in  Central  America. 

This  group  of  lawyers  found  a  country  far  different  from  the  one  described  in  the  speeches  of  its 
President.    Instead  of  a  peaceful  democracy  where  the  people  look  upon  the  military  as  peace  keepers, 
they  found  the  people  of  Guatemala  to  be  fearful  of  the  military  which  runs  the  country.    In  a  country 
where  a  majority  of  the  population  is  indigenous  and  living  in  extreme  poverty,  and  where  the  political 
and  military  power  is  held  by  a  minority  of  ladinos  (people  of  mixed  Indian  and  Spanish  ancestry),  any 
attempt  to  improve  education,  health  care,  working  conditions,  or  to  provide  for  the  well  being  of  the 
indigenous  is  regarded  as  a  subversive  activity.    Since  the  late  1970's  over  100,000  civilians  have  been 
assassinated  and  another  40,000  have  "disappeared."    In  the  early  1980's,  the  government  completely 
razed  roughly  440  Indian  villages.    In  the  face  of  this  history  of  violent  political  repression,  the  lawyers 
group  met  with  many  widows,  campesinos  (farmer/peasants),  and  other  people  who  were  willing  to 
continue  working  for  a  better  more  democratic  Guatemala  despite  the  risks. 

Against  the  backdrop  of  slides  of  the  beautiful  countryside  and  the  colorful  native  dress,  Mr.  Bowen  will 
tell  the  stories  of  the  students,  widows,  and  campesinos  and  what  he  found  to  be  the  reality  of 
Guatemala.

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EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  FACULTY 

MINUTES 
29  September  1989 


The  Council  met  in  D-201.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  David  Haley,  II.  Bruce  Weaver,  David  Fisher,  and 
John  Piper. 

1.  The  Council  corrected  the  minutes  of  22  September  1989  and  approved  them  for  publication  in 
the  Academic  Bulletin. 

2.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  change  in  faculty  secretarial  services  has  been  made.    He  also 
reported  that  Carole  Thompson  has  agreed  to  take  minutes  at  the  monthly  faculty  meetings. 

3.  The  Council  reviewed  the  Agenda  for  the  October  faculty  meeting  and  approved  it. 

4.  The  Council  received  the  report  of  the  election  for  the  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits  Committee. 
The  Council  agreed  that  the  person  elected  to  the  five  year  term  would  be  named  the  convener. 
The  Council  discussed  the  balance  of  the  committee  in  terms  of  various  categories,  like  tenure, 
nontenure,  etc.,  and  decided  not  to  recommend  additional  members  for  the  committee. 

5.  Chairman  Herring  presented  a  proposal  from  Dean  Van  Marter  concerning  the  form  useu  when 
students  withdraw  from  the  College.    Chairman  Herring  suggested  and  the  Council  agreed  that 
this  matter  seemed  to  be  a  routine  administrative  matter  and  should  be  directed  to  the 
appropriate  functioning  committee.    The  matter  was  sent  to  the  Admissions  Committee. 

6.  Haley  presented  the  Council  with  the  brief  description  of  the  student  evaluation  process  in 
response  to  the  request  by  President  Douthat.    After  some  discussion  and  minor  changes,  the 
Council  agreed  to  forward  the  document  to  the  President  by  way  of  Chairman  Herring.    The 
Council  discussed  the  usefulness  of  communicating  current  evaluation  procedures  to  all  faculty 
and  decided  to  request  that  the  Personnel  Committee  send  out  such  a  statement. 

7.  Weaver  made  a  brief  presentation  relating  to  the  document  on  promotion  and  tenure  procedures. 
The  formal  document  is  still  in  draft  form.    Weaver  announced  that  the  Promotion  and  Tenure 
Committee  will  shortly  publish  its  procedures  in  the  Academic  Bulletin. 

8.  The  Executive  Council  discussed  various  questions  relating  to  the  larger  planning  council  which  is 
currently  in  the  process  of  formation. 

(a)  Who  should  participate?    The  Council  decided  to  leave  this  to  the  individual  members.    A 
poll  of  the  membership  showed  that  Haley,  Weaver,  Herring,  and  Piper  will  likely  opt  to 
participate,  and  Fisher  will  likely  opt  not  to  participate. 

(b)  Who  should  choose  faculty  for  specialized  committees?    The  Executive  Council  decided  to 
use  the  typical  faculty  appointment  process  which  involves  a  questionnaire  eliciting  faculty 
interest  followed  by  appointment. 

(c)  What  committees  should  there  be?    The  Executive  Council  believes  that  the  President 
projects  five  major  committees  to  match  the  five  major  administrative  divisions  of  the 
College.    After  much  discussion,  the  Council  decided  to  wait  to  see  which  specific  topics 
emerged  at  the  planning  council  meeting  on  5  October.    The  Council  felt  some  urgency  in 
communicating  committee  possibilities  to  the  faculty.    Piper  proposed  an  additional 
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committee  which  might  be  called  a  Utopia  Committee  or  the  Committee  for  '99.    The  idea 
of  this  committee  would  be  to  look  ahead  without  specific  constraints  of  current  college 
needs.    The  idea  met  with  general  approval.    In  addition,  the  Council  proposes  the  use  of  a 
retreat  early  in  the  planning  process  to  generate  ideas  and  enthusiasm.    The  discussion 
then  turned  to  specific  topics  of  interest  to  faculty.    Three  emerged  before  time  constraints 
forced  adjournment.    The  three  topics  were  the  calendar,  the  need  for  a  personnel  office 
and/or  officer,  and  the  development  of  evaluation  procedures  for  administrators.

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CHARACTERISTICS  OF  GOOD  TEACHING 


Murray  (1983)  developed  a 
Teacher  Behaviors  Inventory  (TBI) 
that  observers  used  to  estimate 
the  frequency  with  which  sixty 
teaching  characteristics  occurred 
in  classrooms  of  low-rated, 
medium-rated,  and  high-rated 
instructors.  One  of  the  major 
conclusions  was  that  high-rated 
teachers  used  instructional 
methods  that  involved  obtaining 
the  attention  of  students  and 
interacting  with  the  students:  "The 
five  teaching  behaviors  showing 
the  largest  raw-score  differences 
among  low,  medium,  and  high 
groups  were  (a)  speaks 
expressively  or  emphatically,  (b) 
shows  strong  interest  in  subject, 

(c)  moves  about  while  lecturing, 

(d)  uses  humor,  and  (e)  shows 
facial  expressions.  These 
behaviors  seem  to  share  elements 
of  stimulus  variation, 
expressiveness,  and  spontaneity" 
(p.  142).  Murray  claimed  that 
clarity,  enthusiasm,  and  rapport 
with  students  were  important 
factors  identified  with  high-rated 
instructors  (p.  146). 

While  discussing  his  findings, 
Murray  (1983)  also  cited  other 
studies  that  found  significant 
correlations  between  ratings  of 
instructors  and  classroom 
behavior  of  college  instructors, 
e.g.,  Mintzes  found  higher-rated 
instructors  were  expressive  when 
speaking,  provided  an  overview  of 
the  class  session,  used  a  variety 


of  examples,  and  called  students 
by  name  (p.  147).  Tom  and 
Cushman  found  higher-rated 
teachers  had  vocal 
expressiveness,  cued  students 
when  moving  from  one  topic  to 
another,  and  used  real-life 
illustrations  (p.  147).  Cranton  and 
Hillgartner  found  that  the  higher- 
rated  discussion  leaders  "...asked 
questions,  praised  students,  and 
elaborated  student  responses"  (p. 
147). 

Wilson's  colleagues  at  the 
University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
developed  a  Student  Description 
of  Teaching  (SDT)  instrument  after 
collecting  data  about  high-rated 
teachers  compared  with  low-rated 
teachers.  Readers  may  be 
interested  in  the  list  of  twenty- 
four  items  used  to  rate  the  overall 
teaching  effectiveness  of  an 
instructor:  discusses  points  of 
view  other  than  his/her  own; 
discusses  recent  developments  in 
the  field;  emphasizes  conceptual 
understanding;  explains  clearly;  is 
well  prepared;  gives  lectures  that 
are  easy  to  outline;  summarizes 
major  points;  states  objectives  for 
each  class  session;  identifies 
what  he/she  considers  important; 
encourages  class  discussion; 
invites  students  to  share  their 
knowledge  and  experiences; 
knows  if  the  class  is 
understanding  him/her  or  not;  has 
students  apply  concepts  to 
demonstrate  understanding;  shows 
genuine  interest  in  students;  gives 
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personal  help  to  students  having  difficulty  in  the  course;  relates  to  students  as 
individuals;  is  accessible  to  students  out  of  class;  has  an  interesting  style  of 
presentation;  varies  the  speed  and  tone  of  his/her  voice;  shows  interest  in  and 
concern  for  the  quality  of  his/her  teaching;  motivates  students  to  do  their  best 
work;  gives  interesting  and  stimulating  assignments;  gives  examinations 
permitting  students  to  show  understanding;  keeps  students  informed  of  their 
progress  (see  Johnson,  January,  1988).

LIBRARY  FORUM 

Humanism  has  a  long  and  honored  history  as  a  philosophical  and  theological  movement,  but  lately  the 
term  "humanism"  has  fallen  on  hard  times.    Some  anti-religious  persons  in  the  modern  American 
"humanistic  movement"  use  the  term  in  a  thoroughly  secular  sense,  and  Christian  fundamentalists  also 
use  it  in  a  negative  way  to  label  all  that  is  wrong,  in  their  view,  with  contemporary  American  Culture. 

This  paper  argues  that  Christianity  is  correctly  described  as  a  humanistic  religion.    The  heritage  of 
humanism  ought  not  to  be  left  to  either  secularists  or  fundamentalists,  because  it  describes  the 
mainstream  of  historic  Christianity.    Higher  education  with  its  stress  on  the  humanities  has  a  special 
stake  in  reclaiming  a  fuller  understanding  of  humanism.

PARKING 


The  Lycoming  College  Parking  Rules  and  Regulations  were  established 
in  an  effort  to  provide  safe  parking  areas  for  students,  faculty,  and 
staff.   Primarily,  enforcement  of  the  rules  is  accomplished  through  a 
ticket  process.   Under  extreme  circumstances,  an  immobilization  device 
or  vehicle  towing  is  considered.   When  an  individual  receives  a  parking 
ticket,  he  or  she  may  discuss  the  citation  with  the  Director  of  Safety 
and  Security.   If  the  ticket  was  issued  in  error,  it  will  be  voided  at 
that  point.   If  it  has  not  been  resolved  to  the  cited  individual's 
satisfaction,  then  he  or  she  may  initiate  a  formal  appeal  of  the  issue 
to  the  Parking  Committee.   Appeal  forms  are  available  in  the  Security 
Office.   This  appeal  must  be  made  within  seven  days  of  the  date-of-issue 
of  the  ticket.   The  fine  must  be  paid  before  the  appeal  is  considered. 

The  Parking  Committee  is  comprised  of  a  faculty  member,  an 
administrative  staff  member,  a  resident  student,  a  commuter  student,  and 
a  security  staff  member.   The  security  staff  member  is  an  advisory 
position  and  does  not  cast  a  vote.   Each  appeal  is  reviewed 
independently  and  a  finding  reached  by  majority  vote  at  the  conclusion. 
When  a  majority  decision  cannot  be  reached,  a  ruling  is  made  in  favor  of 
the  cited  individual.   If  the  judgment  is  in  favor  of  the  cited  person, 
the  ticket  is  voided  and  a  refund  issued  immediately.   If  the  judgment 
is  against  the  appeal,  the  ticket  and  fine  stand. 

Parking  tickets  which  are  not  paid  within  the  prescribed  two  week 
period  are  processed  as  follows: 

a)  Unpaid  student  parking  fines  are  transferred  to  the  Business 
Office  for  collection. 

b)  Staff  members  who  fail  to  pay  their  tickets  will  be  referred 
to  their  departmental  supervisors  who  will  discuss  with  them 
their  obligations  to  follow  the  duly  established  policies  of 
the  College.  In  the  case  of  faculty  members,  the  referral 
will  be  made  to  the  Faculty  Council. 

c)  Staff  members  or  faculty  who  elect  not  to  pay  their  tickets 
after  the  consultation  noted  above,  will  be  referred  to  the 
President  of  the  College.

2.  An  addition  to  the  Agenda  was  made  regarding  the  Faculty  Representatives  to  the  Board. 

Secretary's  Report: 

The  results  of  the  election  of  faculty  members  to  the  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits  Committee 
are  as  follows:  John  Whelan,  5  years;  Arthur  Sterngold,  4  years;  Doris  Parrish,  3  years;  Roger 
Opdahl,  2  years;  and  Robert  Falk,  1  year.    John  Whelan  will  serve  as  convener  of  the 
Committee. 

An  election  of  a  faculty  member  to  the  Personnel  Committee  is  being  conducted  with  elections  to 
Academic  Freedom  and  Grievance  coming. 

Old  Business:    None 

New  Business: 

Ballots  were  distributed  to  the  faculty  for  the  election  of  a  second  untenured  member  to  the 
Faculty  Council.    Arthur  Sterngold  requested  that  his  name  be  removed  from  the  ballot.    The 
faculty  elected  Mehrdad  Madresehee  as  the  second  untenured  member  to  the  Faculty  Council. 

Chairman  Herring  announced  that  the  Faculty  Council  decided  that  no  additional  members 
would  be  appointed  to  the  Budget,  Salaries,  and  Benefits  Committee  as  the  Committee  appears 
adequately  balanced. 

The  Faculty  Secretary  reported  results  from  the  questionnaire  sent  to  the  faculty  regarding  the 
format  of  the  faculty  meetings.    It  was  agreed  that  the  meetings  should  be  held  later  in  the  day 
as  25%  of  the  faculty  are  still  in  class  at  4:00  p.m.    The  next  meeting  will  be  at  4:30  with 
refreshments  available  at  4:00.    It  was  not  decided  where  the  meetings  would  be  held;  the 
Faculty  Council  thought  that  different  locations  would  be  used  each  month.

At  times  it  seemed  like  I 
was  in  a  land  that  existed  to  be  photographed,  but  where  documentation  of  events  had  an 
importance  far  greater  than  'capturing  the  memory.'    I  felt  like  a  time  traveler  --  with  a  turn 
I  could  record  life  as  it  may  have  been  150  years  ago.    At  the  same  time,  conspicuous  by 
appearance,  language,  culture,  and  affluence,  Allen,  Julia,  and  I  were  animals  in  the  zoo.    We 
were  a  curiosity  whose  observation  provided  endless  entertainment  for  those  we  had  come  to 
view." 

Nashville,  Tenn.-(T^.P  .)-Vanderbilt 's  newest  Pa^s/Fail  proposal  calls  ior  the  _nclusioi 
of  :>£,   D,  and  D-  grades.  The  Faculty  Senate  has  already  changed  the  date  by  which  a  ;;ti 
denL  must  change  to  graded  status  to  the  eighth  weo'c  of  the  semester,  and  limited  the 
number  of  classes  which  can  be  taken  on  a  pass-fail  basis. 

"The  me  issue  pending  changes  the  griding  system  iron  .'ass/Fa' I  to  Pass,  D^,  Fail.  In 
other  words,  in  order  to  get  a  Pass  grade,  students  must  earn  at  least  a  C-  in  a  coursi 
saic  Robert  Birkby,  professor  of  political  science  and  chair  of  the  Faculty  Council. 
"The  basic  argument  is  that  Pass-Fail  is  not  being  used  ior  the  purpose  for  which  i 
was  cheated.  Instead,  it  is  being  used  for  grade  management." 

Departments  will  also  be  allowed  to  recommend  that  small  classes  which  depend  heavily 
on  student  participation  in  group  projects  and  discussion  be  exempt  from  Pass-Fa- 1 
status  completely,  said  3irkby.  Students  currently  may  not  take  courses  fulfilling 
major  and  linor  requirements  on  a  Pass-Fail  basis. 

"It  is  thought  that  these  changes  will  eliminate  the  most  egregious  o;  uses  rather  :ha 
discouraging  or  making  it  impossible  for  people  to  use  it  as  originally  intended,"  ;ai 
Birkby. 

The  conditions  for  Pass-Fail  classes  at  other  universities  vary.  At  Johns  Hopkins 
University,  "The  course  must  be  outside  the  student's  major.  The  purpose  of  the  Pass- 
Fa:  1  option  is  to  encourage  students  to  investigate  subjects  other  than  their  major 
concentration  without  fear  of  receiving  a  poor  grade,"  according  to  the  JHU  Student 
Handbook. 

At  Harvard,  "any  undergraduate  may  enroll  in  courses,  with  the  permission  of  the 
instructor,  on  a  Pass-Fail  basis.  A  student  must  designate  Pass-Fail  courses  in  the 
appropriate  spaces  on  their  study   registration  cards,  and  obtain  the  signatures  of 
the  course  instructor,"  said  an  official  in  the  registrar's  office.

It  is  that  time  of  year  again  when  both  HPAC  and  LPAC,  the 
advisory  committees  for  the  college's  pre-prof essional  programs 
in  health  and  law,  must  begin  work  on  our  composite  letters  of 
recommendation  for  students  seeking  admission  to  medical  school 
or  law  school.   The  success  of  both  programs  depends  heavily  upon 
the  committees'  ability  to  write  composite  letters  of 
recommendation  that  are  based  upon  familiarity  with  each 
candidate's  strengths  and  weaknesses.   Since  committee  members 
obviously  do  not  have  the  needed  familiarity  with  all  students 
for  whom  we  must  write  composite  letters,  we  rely  upon  the 
evaluations  submitted  to  us  by  other  faculty  members  who  have 
worked  with  the  student.   These  evaluations,  in  fact,  are 
absolutely  crucial  to  our  efforts. 

Both  HPAC  and  LPAC  provide  evaluation  forms  that  include 
check  off  sections  and  sections  that  ask  for  written  comments  to 
support  the  rankings  the  evaluator  checks.   Evaluation  forms 
without  these  written  comments  are  of  no  use  to  either  committee 
since  it  is  the  written  commentary  that  provides  the  content  for 
our  composite  letters.   Glittering  generalities  or  "clearly  above 
average"  also  are  of  no  use  to  the  committees.   What  we  need  are 
specific,  concrete  descriptions  and  evaluations  of  papers  and 
exams  the  student  has  written,  of  lab  projects,  of  class 
participation,  or  of  some  particular  illustration  of  that 
candidate's  work  that  might  distinguish  the  person  from  other 
candidates  seeking  admission  to  the  same  professional  school. 

Faculty  are  under  no  obligation  to  write  evaluations  for  any 
student,  and,  if  you  feel  that  you  do  not  know  the  student's  work 
well  enough  to  make  meaningful  comments  about  it,  it  would  be  in 
the  student's  best  interest  for  you  to  tell  the  student  that  and 
recommend  that  he  or  she  contact  another  professor.   On  the  other 
hand,  concerning  LPAC  recommendations,  sometimes  you  are  one  of 
the  few  professors  with  whom  the  student  has  worked,  and  you  may 
be  asked  to  write  a  letter  directly  to  a  law  school  and  submit  an 
evaluation  form  to  LPAC  too.   Please  do  not  hesitate  to  do  both 
since  the  composite  letter  comes  from  the  committee  and  does  not 
identify  the  recommenders  who  supplied  the  information. 

We  not  only  appreciate  your  assistance  in  our  efforts,  we 
rely  on  it.   Without  it,  we  cannot  write  our  composite  letters, 
and  past  experience  shows  that  those  letters  often  make  the 
difference  for  our  students  who  must  compete  with  candidates  from 
larger,  better-known  institutions.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

November  13,  1989 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.  by  Chairman  Owen  Herring.    Marco  Hunsberger,  Campus 
Minister,  led  the  faculty  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  October  9,  1989,  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Secretary's  Report: 

Two  elections  have  been  completed  since  the  last  faculty  meeting.   David  Franz,  (1992)  was 
elected  to  the  Personnel  Committee  and  Robert  Zaccaria  (1992)  and  Robert  Larson  (1990)  were 
elected  to  the  Freedom  and  Grievance  Committee. 

Old  Business:    None 

New  Business: 

Proposal  from  the  Personnel  Committee  previously  distributed.    Emily  Jensen,  Chair  of 
Personnel,  presented  a  substitute  for  this  proposal  which  the  Personnel  Committee  felt  was 
better.   The  same  issue  in  each  of  these  proposals  was  to  extend  the  term  of  service  on  the 
committee  to  Gve  years  to  provide  greater  continuity.    After  discussion  faculty  voted  to  substitute 
the  revised  proposal  for  the  original  one.    The  faculty  passed  this  revision  as  an  amendment  to 
the  Bylaws. 

The  New  Bylaw  statement  (Faculty  Handbook,  Article  V,  Section  4,  p.  1-7): 

2.        The  Committee  shall  consist  of  at  least  five  members  of  the  faculty  holding  academic  rank, 
excluding  administrative  officials,  each  of  whom  shall  serve  a  term  of  five  years.   These 
members  are  to  be  elected  by  the  faculty  as  follows: 

A.  There  shall  be  one  member  elected  from  each  of  the  following  groups  of  departments. 
The  terms  of  these  members  shall  be  five  years,  with  these  terms  staggered  to  allow  for 
one  to  expire  at  the  beginning  of  each  academic  year. 

1)  Astronomy/Physics,  Biology,  Chemistry,  Mathematics,  Nursing 

2)  Economics,  History,  Political  Science,  Psychology,  Sociology/Anthropology 

3)  Art,  Music,  Physical  Education,  Theatre 

4)  English,  Foreign  Languages  &  Literatures,  Philosophy,  Religion 

5)  Accounting,  Business  Administration,  Education,  Library,  Mass  Communication 

B.  One  or  two  additional  members  may  be  elected  in  a  second  election  if  it  is  deemed 
necessary  by  the  five  members  in  order  to  assure  membership  on  the  committee  from 
otherwise  unrepresented  categories  of  faculty  (e.g.,  sex,  rank,  years  of  service,  etc.).   The 
appropriate  category  or  categories  shall  be  determined  by  the  rest  of  the  committee  and 
so  indicated  on  the  ballot.   The  term  for  these  additional  members  shall  be  one  year. 
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Reports: 

(1)  Chairman  Herring  reported  for  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty.    It  decided  to 
continue  the  tradition  of  prayer  at  the  faculty  meetings  until  there  is  a  proposal  to  the 
contrary.    The  Council  is  working  to  assist  in  the  establishment  of  the  comprehensive 
planning  committee.    Chairman  Herring*  pointed  out  that  the  faculty  has  been  operating 
under  the  new  arrangements  for  about  two  months  and  invited  critique  and  suggestions. 
He  called  attention  to  the  note  at  the  end  of  the  agenda  and  invited  people  to  remain 
after  the  meeting  for  discussion  of  the  new  procedures. 

(2)  The  Faculty  Representatives  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  committees  of  the  Board 
reported  on  the  meetings  they  had  attended.    Brief  reports  were  presented  by  Herring, 
Weaver,  and  Piper. 

(3)  Bart  Meyer  from  the  Development  Office  presented  information  about  the  progress  of 
the  fund  raising  campaign  and  how  the  totals  compared  to  last  year's  totals. 

Announcements  were  made  by  the  faculty. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:30  p.m.

It  was  agreed  that  this  topic  would  be  considered  further  at  the  next  meeting 
of  the  committee  (scheduled  for  Nov.  6).

The  Curriculum  Development  Committee  recommends  approval  of  the  following  proposals: 

1.  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  Education  and  Department  of  English 
Proposal 

The  Department  of  Education  proposes  to  transfer  Education  005: 
Developmental  Seminar  to  the  Department  of  English  where  it  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  existing  English  005:  Developmental  Writing  to  become 
English  0#9:  Developmental  Reading  and  Writing,  a  course  carrying  four 

credits. 

Rationale 

Although  when  it  was  originally  introduced  to  the  curriculum  this  course 
was  a  combined  reading  and  writing  course  taught  by  the  English  Department, 
it  was  subsequently  split,  primarily  to  provide  courses  for  under-utilized 
staff  in  the  Education  Department  to  teach  in  the  fall  semester.  This 
situation  no  longer  exists  with  the  increasing  number  of  students  choosing 
teaching  as  a  career.  Staffing  Education  005  has  become  a  serious  problem 
for  the  Education  Department,  resulting  in  a  rapid  turnover  of  staff  as  people 
with  Ph.D.  degrees  in  Education  are  assigned  to  teach  005  while  local  school 
teachers  are  hired  on  a  part-time  basis  to  teach  the  advanced  education 
courses.  This  rapid  turnover  of  staff  responsible  for  teaching  005  also 
seriously  impairs  the  effectiveness  of  the  developmental  program  for  our 
students . 

In  addition  to  problems  with  staffing,  the  more  important  reason  for 
re-combining  developmental  reading  with  developmental  writing  is  a  pedagogical 
one:  the  two  activities  are  closely  related,  and  students  must  develop  their 
skills  in  both  areas  if  they  are  to  achieve  a  level  of  competency  that  will 
enable  them  to  succeed  at  college-level  work.  With  the  proposed  English 
105:  Developmental  Reading  and  Writing,  emphasis  will  be  placed  on  these 
skills;  the  study-skills  component  of  the  current  Education  005  will  be 
deleted  from  the  new  course,  and  a  supplementary  program  of  study  skills 
will  be  provided  through  the  college's  learning  resource  center  and  will 
be  required  of  developmental  students.  Coordination  with  social  science 
courses  taken  by  developmental  students  will  be  made  by  the  individual 
instructors  teaching  English  099. 

Although  the  course  should  remain  Pass/Fail,  we  propose  the  09  9  number 
to  remove  some  of  the  stigma  attached  to  pre-100  level  courses;  making  it 
099  suggests  that  it  is  a  necessary  preliminary  course  to  English  106  for 
those  students  who  are  placed  into  it  by  examination. 

Impact  on  Staffing 

Transferring  Education  005  to  the  English  Department  will  eliminate 
the  need  for  part-time  positions  in  Education  yet  will  add  no  new  positions 
in  English;  instructors  have  been  teaching  English  005  for  the  same  class 
time  as  four -credit  courses  and  therefore  have  received  a  full  load-hour 
for  each  section.   The  content  of  the  course  will  change,  and,  although  this 
r«juires  additional  work  to  redesign .the,  course  and  to  coordinate.it  with 
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the  social  science  courses,  English  instructors  believe  this  change  is 
essential. 

Catalog  Changes 

Course  Description 

English  099  Developnental  Reading  and  Writing 

Classroom  and  workshop  instruction  in  basic  reading  and  writing  skills. 
Emphasis  on  reading  comprehension,  spelling,  grammar,  and  sentence  structure; 
and  in  organizing  and  writing  the  detailed  paragraph  and  expository  theme. 
Required  study  skills  lab  offered  through  Academic  Resource  Center. 
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2.  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  English 

Background  and  Rationale: 

Two  facts  converge  at  this  time  which  enable  the  English  Department 
to  make  the  curricular  changes  that  we  have  known  for  several  years  were 
needed  to  ensure  the  credibility  of  our  major  as  well  as  provide  substantial 
options  for  the  second  English  Distribution  course:  first,  over  the  last 
two  years,  we  have  replaced  three  of  the  six  full-time  members  in  the 
department;  and,  second,  we  have  completed  a  three-year  process  of 
transferring  all  media  courses  to  the  Mass  Oommunication  Department.  With 
now  a  strong,  coherent  staff,  we  are  able  to  cover  the  range  of  courses 
required  for  an  English  major  and  introduce  a  new  emphasis  en  creative 
writing,  an  area  that  is  fast  gaining  popularity  nation-wide.  Also,  because 
of  the  transfer  of  courses  to  Mass  Communication,  we  can  provide  a  revised 
and  considerably  more  substantial  major  without  significantly  increasing 
the  total  number  of  courses  offered  by  the  department. 

Primary  Changes: 

The  most  important  change  is  a  structural  one:  rather  than  a  single 
English  major  requiring  nine  courses,  we  propose  a  two-track  major,  one  in 
literature  and  one  in  creative  writing.  Track  I,  the  English  Major  in  Lit- 
erature, is  designed  for  students  who  choose  English  as  their  subject  area 
for  elementary  certification;  for  students  who  wish  to  improve  their  verbal 
skills  in  preparation  for  a  career  in  technical  writing,  business,  or  one 
of  the  professions,  especially  law;  and  for  students  who  wish  to  be  certified 
to  teach  English  at  the  secondary  level  or  intend  to  pursue  graduate  study 
in  English  or  American  literature.   The  minimum  number  of  required  courses 
for  this  track  is  ten,  allowing  students  to  complete  a  second  major,  minors, 
or- the  courses  required  for  elementary  certification.   Students  who  wish 
to  earn  secondary  certification  in  English  must  take  a  minimum  of  twelve 
courses  in  English,  a  necessary  improvement  over  our  current  major  in  order 
to  adequately  prepare  our  students  to  take  the  subject  area  exam  required 
by  the  State  as  well  as  to  better  prepare  them  to  teach  English  upon 
graduation.  Track  II,  the  English  Major  in  Creative  Writing,  is  designed 
for  students  planning  careers  as  professional  writers,  editors,  and 
publishers,  for  students  who  plan  to  continue  studies  in  an  MFA  or  MA  program, 
or  for  students  who  would  like  to  discover  their  creative  potential  while 
pursuing  a  fundamental  liberal  arts  education.  This  track  requires  eleven 
courses . 

The  primary  changes  in  terms  of  course  offerings  consist  of  the  addition 
of  a  second  layer  of  "Studies"  courses  designed  to  provide  more  in-depth 
study  of  the  intellectual  context  of  the  major  periods  in  English  literature 
as  well  as  the  opportunity  to  consider  a  body  of  work  of  an  individual  writer, 
and  the  addition  of  courses  specifically  designed  for  the  creative  writing 
track  but  open  to  and  appropriate  for  all  students. 

Q 
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We  are  also  changing  the  numbers  of  several  existing  courses,  both  to 
reflect  the  intended  sequence  that  students  should  observe  in  taking  the 
courses  and  to  reflect  particular  groupings  of  courses. 

Specific  Proposal: 

The  English  Department  proposes  to  drop  the  following  courses: 

English  224:  The  Short  Story 

English  333:  Gomedy,  Tragedy  and  the  Modern  Theatre 

Dropping  these  two  courses  in  addition  to  the  six  we  have  transferred  to 
Mass  Communication  (English  215,  216,  226,  327,  329  and  19)  opens  up  the 
curriculum  for  the  eleven  courses  we  propose  to  add.  (The  additional  three 
can  be  offered  with  no  effect  on  staff,  either  because  two  courses  will  be 
offered  simultaneously  (see  below)  or  because  a  course  that  would  be  offered 
on  an  annual  basis  (371)  will  alternate  with  another  course  (372). 

We  propose  to  change  three  courses: 

( 1  )  English  112:  Introduction  to  Literature  will  be  215:  Introduction 
to  Literary  Interpretation  (see  p.  4).  This  change  is  necessary  in  order 
to  provide  a  common  emphasis  for  all  sections  of  the  course  while  at  the 
same  time  allowing  individual  instructors  freedom  to  choose  their  own  texts 
for  study.  It  is  necessary  also  to  inform  students  and  advisors  of  what  has 
been  for  several  years  the  department's  practice  with  this  course.  The 
200-lev'el  number,  placing  the  course  on  par  with  the  four  surveys  of  English 
and  American  literature  and  with  Classical  Literature  (a  course  that  has 
been  offered  as  an  alternative  to  1 1 2  three  times )  identifies  the  course 
more  accurately  as  one  choice  among  several  that  would  be  appropriate  for 
students  seeking  to  satisfy  their  second  English  Distribution  requirement. 

(2)  The  description  of  English  221:  British  Literature  II  will  be  changed 
to  restrict  the  course  to  literature  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Not  only 
does  this  make  the  course  much  more  manageable,  but  it  eliminates  unnecessary 
duplication  with  the  two  studies  courses  in  20th-century  fiction  and  poetry. 

(3)  English  316:  Advanced  Writing  will  be  371 :  Advanced  Writing: 
Technical  and  Professional  (see  p.  8).  This  change  is  necessary  to  specify 
the  nature  of  the  writing  focused  on  in  this  course.  English  316  was 
introduced  last  year  as  a  temporary  replacement  for  English  21 6 :  Writing 
for  Special  Audiences,  a  course  we  transferred  to  the  mass  communication 
curriculum.  English  371  will  satisfy  the  requirement  in  advanced  writing 
for  pre-engineering  students. 

We  propose  to  add  the  following  courses: 

English  225:  Classical  Literature  (taught  three  times  as  50s) 
English  31 1 :  Medieval  Literature 
English  312:  Renaissance  Literature 
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English  313:  Restoration  and  18th-century  Literature 

English  315:  Victorian  Literature 

English  341 ,  441 :  Poetry  Workshop:  I  and  II 

English  342,  442:  Fiction  Workshop:  I  and  II 

(These  four  courses  count  as  two  in  terms  of  staff  since 

both  levels  will  be  taught  simultaneously). 

English  372:  Advanced  Writing:  The  Creative  Essay 

English  411:  Form  and  Theory:  Poetry 

English  412:  Form  and  Theory:  Fiction 

English  449:  Advanced  Criticism 

As  indicated  earlier,  these  additions  make  the  major  in  English  a  more 
respectable  undergraduate  major,  and  they  provide  the  courses  essential  to 
a  track  in  creative  writing  at  the  undergraduate  level. 

The  remaining  eighteen  courses  in  the  curriculum  will  be  kept  essentially 
as  they  are  although  the  numbers  of  seven  of  them  will  be  changed  to  indicate 
their  placement  in  the  new  curriculum. 

Proposed  Catalog  Entry: 

The  department  offers  two  programs  leading  to  the  major  in  English: 

Track  I-English  Major  in  Literature 

This  track  is  designed  for  students  who  choose  English  as  a  liberal 
arts  major  that  prepares  them  for  a  wide  range  of  career  options;  for  students 
who  choose  English  as  their  subject  area  for  elementary  certification  or 
who  wish  to  earn  secondary  certification  in  English;  for  students  who  wish 
to  improve  their  verbal  and  analytic  ability  in  preparation  for  a  specific 
career,  such  as  technical  writing,  business,  or  law;  and  for  students  who 
intend  to  pursue  graduate  study  in  British  or  American  literature. 

A  minimum  of  ten  courses  is  required  for  Track  I.  Required  courses 
are  English  217,  220,  221,  222,  and  223;  two  courses  selected  from  English 
311,  312,  313,  314,  and  315;  one  from  English  335  and  336;  and  two  electives 
from  among  courses  numbered  215  and  above. 

Students  who  wish  to  earn  secondary  certification  must  complete  a  minimum 
of  twelve  courses  in  English.  Required  courses  in  English  are  217,  220, 
221,  222,  223,  335,  336,  and  338;  three  courses  selected  from  311,  312,  313, 
314,  and  315;  and  one  elective  from  among  courses  numbered  215  and  above. 
Required  courses  outside  English  are  Education  200,  446,  447,  and  449; 
Psychology  110  and  338;  and  Theatre  100. 

Students  who  intend  to  pursue  graduate  study  in  British  or  American 
literature  should  complete  the  twelve  English  courses  specified  for  secondary 
certification . 
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Track  II-English  Major  in  Creative  Writing 

This  track  is  designed  for  students  who  aspire  to  careers  as  professional 
writers,  as  editors,  and  as  publishers;  for  students  who  plan  to  continue 
studies  in  an  MFA  or  MA  program;  or  for  students  who  would  like  to  discover 
their  creative  potential  while  pursuing  a  fundamental  liberal  arts  education. 

Required  courses  for  Track  II  are  English  225  and  281 ;  three  courses 
selected  from  English  220,  221,  222,  and  223;  one  from  English  311,  312, 
313,  314,  and  315;  one  from  English  331  and  332;  one  from  English  335  and 
336;  two  from  English  341,  342,  441,  and  442  (note  prerequisites);  and  one 
from  English  411  and  412. 

The  department  offers  two  minors  in  English: 

Literature:  Five  courses  in  literature  at  the  200  level  or  above, 
at  least  three  of  which  must  be  numbered  300  or  above. 

Writing:   Four  courses  chosen  from  English  217,  281,  338,  371,  and 
372;  one  writing-intensive  course  in  literature  at  the 
300  level. 

049   DEVELOPMENTAL  READING  AND  WRITING 

Classroom  and  workshop  instruction  in  basic  reading  and  writing  skills. 
Emphasis  on  reading  comprehension,  spelling,  grammar,  and  sentence 
structure;  and  on  organizing  and  writing  the  detailed  paragraph  and 
expository  theme.  Required  study  skills  lab  offered  through  Academic 
Resource  Center. 

1 06  COMPOSITION 

Extensive  practice  in  analytical  writing.   Special  emphasis  on  developing 
the  composing  skills  needed  to  articulate  and  defend  a  position  in 
various  situations  requiring  the  use  of  written  English. 

215   INTRODUCTION  TO  LITERARY  INTERPRETATION 

Practice  in  the  methods  of  close  reading  and  formal  analysis. 
Identification  of  primary  elements  and  structures  of  literary 
representation.  Literature  chosen  for  study  will  vary.  Prerequisite: 
English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

217   CRITICAL  WRITING  SEMINAR 

Brief  introduction  to  criticism  as  a  discipline,  followed  by  workshop 
training  in  writing  critical  papers  on  the  major  literary  genres. 
Prerequisite:  Grade  of  C+  or  better  in  English  106  or  consent  of 
instructor. 
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220  BRITISH  LITERATURE  I 

Literary  forms,  themes,  and  authors  from  the  Anglo-Saxon  period  through 
the  18th  century.  Emphasis  on  such  writers  as  Chaucer,  Spenser, 
Shakespeare,  Milton,  Swift,  Pope,  and  Johnson;  representative  works 
from  Beowulf  to  Burney's  Evelina.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent 
of  instructor. 

221  •  BRITISH  LITERATURE  II 

Literary  movements  and  authors  from  the  beginnings  of  Romanticism  to 
the  end  of  the  19th  century.  Particular  emphasis  on  such  writers  as 
Wordsworth,  Shelley,  Keats,  Tennyson,  Browning,  Carlyle,  Arnold,  Hardy, 
and  Yeats.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

222  AMERICAN  LITERATURE  I 

Survey  of  American  literature  from  the  beginning  to  the  Civil  War,  with 
major  emphasis  on  the  writers  of  the  Romantic  period:  Poe,  Emerson, 
Thoreau,  Hawthorne,  Melville,  Dickinson,  and  Whitman.   Prerequisite: 
English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

223  AMERICAN  LITERATURE  II 

Survey  of  American  literature  from  the  Civil  War  to  the  present, 
emphasizing  such  authors  as  Twain,  James,  Crane,  Hemingway,  Faulkner, 
Frost,  Eliot,  Stevens,  O'Neill,  and  Williams.  Prerequisite:  English 
106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

225   CLASSICAL  LITERATURE 

A  study,  in  translation,  of  universal  Greek  and  Roman  works  that  have 
influenced  Western  writers.  Literary  forms  studied  include  epic,  drama, 
satire,  and  love  poetry.  Writers  studied  include  Homer,  Aeschylus, 
Sophocles,  Euripides,  Virgil,  Juvenal,  Horace,  Lucretius,  and  Ovid. 
Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

281   INTRODUCTION  TO  CREATIVE  WRITING 

Workshop  discussions,  structured  exercises,  and  readings  in  contemporary 
literature  to  provide  practice  and  basic  instruction  in  the  writing 
and  evaluation  of  poetry  and  fiction.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or 
consent  of  instructor. 
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31 1  MEDIEVAL  LITERATURE 

Readings  in  Old  and  Middle  English  poetry  and  prose  from  Bede's 
Ecclesiastical  History  to  Malory's  Arthurian  romance.  Study  of  lyric, 
narrative,  drama,  and  romance  with  emphasis  on  the  cultural  context 
from  which  these  forms  emerge.  Prerequisite:  English  1  06  or  consent 
of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

312  RENAISSANCE  LITERATURE 

An  examination  of  themes  and  literary  forms  of  the  Renaissance.  Authors 
studied  will  include  Donne,  Erasmus,  Marlowe,  More,  Shakespeare,  Skelton, 
Sidney,  Spenser,  and  Surrey.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent 
of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

313  RESTORATION  AND  1  8th-CENTURY  LITERATURE 

Consideration  of  selected  themes,  writers,  or  modes  of  Restoration  and 
18th-century  literature  (1660-1800)  with  emphasis  on  the  social, 
political,  and  intellectual  life  of  that  era.  Prerequisite:  English 
1 06  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

314  ROMANTIC  LITERATURE 

Concentrated  study  in  the  writers,  texts,  and  themes  of  the  Romantic 
period  (1789-1832)  with  emphasis  on  the  social,  political,  and 
intellectual  life  of  that  era.   Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent 
of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

315  VICTORIAN  LITERATURE 

Concentrated  study  in  the  writers,  texts,  and  themes  of  the  Victorian 
period  (1832-1901)  with  emphasis  on  the  social,  political,  and 
intellectual  life  of  that  era.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent 
of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

331  20TH-CENTURY  FICTION 

Examination  of  the  novels  and  short  fiction  of  such  major  writers  as 
Conrad,  Woolf,  Joyce,  Faulkner,  Fowles,  and  Nabokov,  with  special 
emphasis  on  the  relationship  of  their  works  to  concepts  of  modernism. 
Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 

332  20TH-CENTURY  POETRY 

Studies  in  the  themes  and  visions  of  modern  and  contemporary  poets 
including  Yeats,  Eliot,  Stevens,  Frost,  Moore,  Lowell,  Bishop,  and 
Rich.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 
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333  THE  NOVEL 

An  examination  of  British  and  American  works  from  the  18th  century  to 
the  present,  focusing  on  the  novel's  ability — since  its  explosive 
inception — to  redefine  its  own  boundaries.  Prerequisite:  English  106 
or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

334  WOMEN  AND  LITERATURE 

An  examination — literary,  social,  and  historical — of  selected  British 
and  American  literature  by  women,  designed  to  identify  those  elements 
which  distinguish  women's  particular  contribution  to  the  literary  canon. 
Prerequisite:   English  106  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

335  CHAUCER 

A  study  of  the  major  works  with  emphasis  on  The  Canterbury  Tales  and 
Troilus  and  Criseyde.   Some  attention  to  language  study  and  to  the 
traditions  out  of  which  Chaucer's  works  arose.  Prerequisite:  English 
106  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

336  SHAKESPEARE 

A  study  of  representative  plays  in  the  context  of  Shakespeare's  life 
and  times.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 
Alternate  years. 

338  LINGUISTICS  AND  THE  ANALYSIS  OF  THE  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE 

Introduction  to  methods  of  analyzing  spoken  and  written  English. 
Classroom  work  supported  by  weekly  tutorials,  in  which  the  student 
gains  practical  experience  in  identifying,  diagnosing,  and  correcting 
basic  communications  problems.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent 
of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

341  POETRY  WORKSHOP  I 

An  intermediate  workshop  focusing  on  the  writing  of  poetry  and  methods 
of  analysis.  Prerequisite:  Grade  of  B  or  better  in  English  281  or 
consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

342  FICTION  WORKSHOP  I 

An  intermediate  course  in  the  writing  of  short  fiction  in  a  workshop 
environment,  where  the  student  is  trained  to  hear  language  at  work. 
Emphasis  on  characterization  and  story.  Prerequisite:  Grade  of  B  or 
better  in  English  281  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 
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39?1   ADVANCED  WRITING:   TECHNICAL  AND  PROFESSIONAL 

A  course  providing  practice  in  report  and  technical  writing,  proposals, 
and  other  areas  where  competence  will  be  expected  in  the  business  and 
scientific  worlds.  Prerequisite;  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 
Alternate  years. 

!S£  ADVANCED  WRITING:   THE  CREATIVE  ESSAY 

A  course  in  which  students  from  all  disciplines  learn  to  explore  and 
define  themselves  through  the  essay,  a  form  used  to  express  the 
universal  through  the  particular  and  the  personal.  Readings  will  include 
essayists  from  Montaigne  to  Gould.  Prerequisite:  Grade  of  C+  or  better 
in  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

411  FORM  AND  THEORY:   POETRY 

Principles  of  meter,  rhythm,  rhyme,  formal  structure,  and  traditional 
and  contemporary  poetic  forms  will  be  studied  through  readings, 
discussion,  and  exercises.   Designed  to  enhance  skills  in  both  practical 
criticism  and  in  creative  writing,  this  course  will  pay  particular 
attention  to  theories  concerned  with  the  relationship  between  form  and 
content  in  poetry.   Prerequisite:  English  281  or  consent  of  instructor. 
Alternate  years. 

412  FORM  AND  THEORY:   FICTION 

An  exploration  of  such  fictional  forms  as  drama,  short  story,  novella, 
tale,  yarn,  novel,  and  essay.  Serious  attention  will  be  given  to 
aesthetics  and  the  role  and  responsibility  of  the  writer  in  society. 
Prerequisite:  English  281  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years. 

420  SELECTED  WRITERS 

An  intensive  study  of  no  more  than  three  writers,  selected  on  the  basis 
of  student  and  faculty  interest.  Possible  combinations  include:  Frost, 
Hemingway,  and  Faulkner;  O'Connor,  Welty,  and  Porter;  Spenser  and  Milton; 
Hawthorne,  Melville,  and  Dickens;  Woolf,  Forster,  and  Lawrence;  Joyce 
and  Yeats.  Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor. 
Alternate  years. 

42$  TOPICS  IN  LITERATURE 

Examination  of  a  literary  theme,  idea,  or  movement  as  it  appears  in 
one  or  more  types  of  literature  and  as  it  cuts  across  various  epochs.

The  student  will  be  encouraged  to 
develop  and  control  his  or  her  individual  style  and  produce  publishable 
fiction.  Prerequisite:  English  342.  Alternate  years. 

449  ADVANCED  CRITICISM 

Reading  and  discussion  in  the  theory  and  history  of  criticism. 
Examination  of  both  traditional  and  contemporary  ideas  about  the  value 
and  nature  of  literary  expression  and  its  place  in  human  culture 
generally.  Work  in  the  course  includes  practical  as  well  as 
theoretical  use  of  the  ideas  and  methods  of  critical  inquiry. 
Prerequisite:  English  106  or  consent  of  instructor.  Alternate  years.

Department  provides  internships  in  editing,  legal  work,  publishing, 
and  technical  writing.

Recent  studies  include  the  role  of  Pennsylvania  in  the  fiction  of 
John  O'Hara;  the  changing  image  of  women  in  American  art  and  literature 
(1890-1945);  the  hard-boiled  detective  novel;  contemporary  women  writers; 
and  Milton's  use  of  the  Bible  in  Paradise  Lost.

MATH  103    INTRODUCTION  TO  STATISTICS 

Topics  include  tabular  and  graphical  descriptive  statistics, 
discrete  and  continuous  probability  distributions,  Central 
Limit  Theorem,  one  and  two  sample  hypothesis  tests,  analysis 
of  variance,  chi-squared  tests,  nonparametric  tests,  linear 
regression  and  correlation.   Other  topics  may  include  index 
numbers,  time  series,  sampling  design,  and  experimental 
design.   Course  also  includes  some  use  of  a  microcomputer. 
Prerequisite:  credit  for  or  exemption  from  Mathematics  005. 

[2]  The  catalogue  description  for  Math  214  be  changed  to: 

MATH  214    MULTIVARIABLE  STATISTICS 

The  study  of  statistical  techniques  involving  several 
variables.   Topics  include  multiple  regression  and 
correlation,  one-  and  two-  way  analysis  of  variance,  analysis 
of  covariance,  analysis  of  two-  and  three-  way  contingency 
tables,  and  discriminant  analysis.   Other  topics  may  include 
cluster  analysis,  factor  analysis  and  canonical  correlations, 
repeated  measure  designs,  time  series  analysis,  and 
nonparametric  methods.   Course  also  includes  extensive  use  of 
a  statistical  package  (currently  BMDP) .   Prerequisite:  a 
grade  of  C  or  better  in  Mathematics  103  or  its  equivalent. 


Rationale: 

It  is  now  quite  commonplace  for  microcomputer  work  to  be 
involved  in  introductory  statistics  courses;  so,  a  series  of 
microcomputer  assignments  have  been  developed  for  Math  103.  The 
course  description  should  reflect  this  fact,  and  at  the  same  time 
could  be  updated  to  state  more  clearly  the  topics  covered. 

After  offering  Math  214  (Multivariate  Statistics)  five  times,  it 
has  become  apparent  that  the  list  of  topics  was  just  a  bit  too 
ambitious.  It  would  be  appropriate  to  update  the  description  and 
at  the  same  time  change  the  title  from  Multivariate  Statistics  to 
Multivariable  Statistics.  Many  users  of  statistics  use  the  words 
"multivariate"  and  "multivariable"  interchangeably,  however  there 
is  a  subtle  difference  in  statistical  terminolgy.  The  word 
"multivariable"  is  more  encompassing  and  more  accurately  reflects 
the  variety  topics  in  Math  214  to  those  who  are  aware  of  the 
subtle  difference.  It  is  also  desireable  to  change  the  Math  214 
prerequisite  to  be  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in  introductory 
statistics  instead  of  just  a  passing  grade.  Students  who  did 
poorly  in  introductory  statistics  definitely  do  not  belong  in 
Math  214.

RATIONALE 
The  Mass  Communications  Department,  now  with  three 
instructors,  would  like  to  take  over  this  advanced  newswriting 
course,   A  proposal  from  them  should  be  forthcoming.

It  is  no    longer 
necessary  for  Political  Science  to  "help  out"  Mass  Comm  by 
offering  this  course.

Justification:      In    recent    years,   more    and   more    undergraduate 
programs    in    economics    are    including    such    a    course.

History    of    Thought    is    the    traditional    capstone    course    in    Economics, 
providing    opportunity    for    review    of    all    the    basic   principles 
learned.

In    addition,    since    it    is    a    "W"    course,    it    will    also    provide    Track    I 
students    with    a    choice;    presently    they   must    select    Economics    337    -

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6.  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  Religion 

With  the  new  composition  of  the  Religion  Department  we  propose  to 
drop  one  course,  add  two  courses,  and  change  the  title  of  one 
course . 

1.  DROP  RELIGION  117:   Introduction  to  Supernatural  Phenomena 

JUSTIFICATION:   The  member  of  the  Department  interested  in 
teaching  this  topic  is  not  here  anymore  and  there  is  no  one 
else  in  the  Department  with  the  expertise  or  interest  to 
teach  this  course. 

2.  ADD  THE  FOLLOWING  COURSES 

A.  RELIGION  119:   Religion  and  Popular  Culture 

An  examination  of  the  interaction  of  religion  and 
culture  in  a  historical  perspective  followed  by  a 
direct  analysis  of  the  ethical  and  religious  issues 
raised  by  contemporary  American  popular  culture. 
Readings  include  artistic  and  social-scientific 
as  well  as  ethical  and  religious  approaches  to 
popular  culture. 

JUSTIFICATION:   Even  though  other  courses  in  the 
Department  deal  with  issues  of  contemporary  relevance, 
this  course  will  address  the  ethical  and  religious 
issues  raised  by  the  present  day  culture.  Students 
will  be  guided  to  examine  the  religious  and  ethical 
issues  related  to  popular  American  culture  as  expressed 
through  the  mass  media. 

B.  RELIGION  227:   History  and  Theology  of  the  Early  Church 

An  examination  of  the  life  and  theology  of  the  church 
from  the  close  of  the  New  Testament  to  the  fifth 
century.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  the 
struggles  of  the  church  with  heretical  movements,  the 
controversies  concerning  the  person  and  nature  of 
Christ,  and  the  encounter  of  the  church  with  the  Roman 
Empi  re . 

JUSTIFICATION:  The  first  five  centuries  A.D.  are  the 
classical  formative  period  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
church  and  this  is  an  area  to  which  we  must  give  our 
attention.  The  History  Department  offers  courses  in 
Reformation  Thought  and  20th  Century  United  States 
Religious  Thought;  the  present  course  will  fill  the 
vacuum  between  the  New  Testament  writings   and  the 
Reformers .

The  goal  of  the  philosophy  department  in  offering  the 
course  is  to  examine  important,  traditional  philosophical 
issues  raised  by  these  putative  phenomena.

(3)  Addition  of  a  Download  Utility  -  using  this  utility 
you  will  be  able  to  format  data  from  the  AIMS  data 
base  into  PC  software  formats  (such  as  WordPerfect 
and  Lotus  1-2-3)  for  transfer  to  and  processing  on 
your  PC. 

(4)  Addition  of  Degree  Audit/Advising  software  for  the 
registrar's  module. 

Mof if ications  include: 

(1)  Improvements  to  the  messages  displayed  when  you 
use  "help"  or  "?"  on  maintenance  screens. 

(2)  Email  return  notification  —  now  works  properly 

(3)  Numerous  bug-fixes  too  technical  to  mention  here. 
(We  have  a  copy  of  every  change  made  to  the  software 

since  the  previous  release  if  you  want  to  read 
through  it . )

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EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  FACULTY 

MINUTES 
31  October  1989 


The  Executive  Council  met  at  7:00  a.m.  in  the  cafeteria.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  David  Haley,  David 
Fisher,  John  Whelan,  John  Piper,  Bruce  Weaver,  Mehrdad  Madresehee,  and  Dean  Van  Marter. 

The  Council  reviewed  a  proposed  Agenda  for  the  faculty  meeting  of  13  November  1989.    The  Council 
decided  to  change  the  location  of  the  faculty  meeting  to  the  Fine  Arts  Building.    Refreshments  will  begin 
at  4:00,  with  the  meeting  beginning  at  4:30  p.m.  sharp.    The  Council  noted  what  appeared  to  be  a 
relatively  light  Agenda  and  took  the  occasion  to  add  a  post  meeting  discussion  period  for  the  purpose  of 
eliciting  opinions  about  the  relative  success  or  failure  of  the  new  governance  procedures.    The  Council 
reviewed  minutes  of  its  meetings  from  6  and  26  October  and  voted  to  publish  them  with  slight 
modifications.    The  Dean  presented  several  matters  including: 

1.  Announced  that  the  Middle  States  Evaluation  Training  Session  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia 
from  30  November  to  1  December.    Herring,  Larson,  Haley  and  the  Dean  plan  to  attend. 

2.  Announced  the  addition  of  a  third  representative  to  the  Association  of  American  Colleges  and 
proposed  the  chairman  of  GCAA.    The  Council  concurred. 

3.  Announced  a  special  meeting  proposed  by  the  Board  of  Higher  Education  of  the  United 
Methodist  Church  to  be  held  in  Nashville,  Tennessee,  25-27  June,  1990.    They  request  eight 
representatives  from  Lycoming  College.    The  Council  decided  to  defer  decisions  until  further 
consultations  with  the  faculty  through  GCAA. 

Chairman  Herring  noted  that  many  committees  appear  to  have  been  meeting,  but  have  not  yet  published 
their  minutes.

4.  The  Dean  shared  with  the  Executive  Council  the  calendar  for  1990-91  and  asked  for  opinions  about 
some  proposed  changes  in  the  dates  for  homecoming  weekend.  The  Council  made  some  suggestions 
which  the  Dean  will  take  under  consideration.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  B.  Weaver  at  4:07  p.m. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  September  18,  1989,  were  approved  as 
recorded  in  the  A.B.  Vol. XXX  No. 8. 

The  chair  of  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee  presented  proposals 
published  in  the  A.B.  Vol. XXX  No. 16  for  GCAA  discussion  and  approval. 

(1)  Proposal  from  Departments  of  English  and  Education  (A.B. pp. 6-7) 

E.  Jensen  presented  the  following  friendly  amendments: 

(i)  Change  the  proposed  course  number  from  099  to  049,  in 

concurrence  with  policy  for  numbering  developmental  courses, 
(ii)  Change  the  last  paragraph  of  "Rationale"  on  p. 6  to  read 

"Although  the  course  should  remain  Pass/Fail,  we  propose  the 
049  number  to  clearly  distinguish  it  from  the  previous  005 
English  and  Education  courses  as  a  new  course  carrying  four 
credits  yet  still  involving  essentially  pre-college  work." 
The  amendments  were  adopted  as  friendly.   E.  Jensen  moved  the  following 
amendment,  seconded  by  R.  Opdahl: 

(i)  Add  to  "Catalog  Changes"  on  p. 7 

"Drop  Education  005  under  Department  of  Education  listings." 
(ii)  Add  to  English  049  course  description  the  paragraph 

"One  unit  grade  of  "P"  will  be  assigned  when  the  student 
has  successfully  completed  all  of  the  work  in  the  course. 
Reguired  of,  and  limited  to,  those  who  have  not  been 
exempted  from  English  049." 
The  amendment  passed  unanimously.   Clarification  was  provided  as  to  how 
the  study  skills  component  would  be  implemented;  the  Academic  Resource 
Center  will  provide  a  reguired,  14-week  program  of  activities  that  will 
make  up  part  of  the  four  contact  hours  reguired  for  English  049.   The 
amended  proposal  was  approved  unanimously.

Friendly  amendments  were  presented  to  strike  the  word  "universal"  from 
the  course  description  of  English  225,  Classical  Literature  (p. 12);

R.  Larson,  CDC  chair,  moved  the  proposal  with  above  friendly  amendments 
attached.   Some  of  the  discussion  of  the  main  proposal  focussed  on  the 
secondary  certification  track  and  the  dilemmas  presented  by  having  to 
meet  state  education  requirements  in  the  context  of  a  liberal  arts  major 
It  was  observed  that  the  Faculty  had  no  visible  structures  for  reviewing 
and  recommending  on  certification  programs  within  the  college  curriculum 
An  amendment  was  moved  by  0.  Herring  and  seconded  by  E.  Guerra  to 

"direct  the  Curriculum  Development  Committee  to  study  and  report 
on  the  College's  certification  programs  and  their  requirements, 
and  to  determine  where  the  authority  lies  to  set/modify  the 
procedures  and  requirements  which  govern  them." 

This  rider  passed  unanimously.   On  its  heels,  the  main  proposal  did 
likewise. 

(3)  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  Economics  ( A. B. pp. 22-23)

Therefore  a  friendl  j 
amendment  was  made  to  the  proposed  course  addition  Political  Science  244 
to  drop  the  "W"  in  the  course  title  and  to  omit  the  second-to-last 
sentence  in  the  description,  "A  writing-intensive  ...  and  non-majors." 


An  informal  suggestion  was  made  to  include  the  new  Political  Science  243 
as  an  elective  course  for  the  International  Studies  major.

A.  Golahny  noted  the  large  number  of  courses  supported  by  the  relatively 
small  Department  of  Mass  Communication  and  asked  whether  Political  Scien

there  was  to  date  no  formally  stated  support  from  that  department  for 
dropping  this  required  course  from  the  political  science  curriculum. 
Although  discussion  was  favorable  in  support  of  this  proposal,  it  was  mo  ad 
and  unanimously  passed  to  table  the  proposal  to  give  the  Department  of 
Mass  Communication  opportunity  to  react  formally  to  it.

In  the  50  years  immediately  preceding  the  acceptance  of  the  Reformation  in 
1525,  Nurnberg  could  boast  of  a  tradition  of  piety  and  patronage  second  to 
none.  Dr.  MacKenzie  will  discuss  some  examples  of  this  tradition. 
Nurnberg  suffered  little  iconoclasm,  even  when  the  onset  of  the 
Reformation  led  to  a  redefinition  of  piety.  The  city  Council  retained  its 
control  of  all  aspects  of  life  in  the  free,  imperial  city  of  Nurnberg.

Minutes  of  the  Admissions  Committee  Meeting 
November  4,  1989 

The  regular  meeting  of  the  Admissions  Committee  was  held  on  November  6.   Those  in 
attendance  included  James  Spencer,  Rita  Detwiler,  Robert  Maples,  Maggie  Hayden,  Diane  DeNisco, 
Melissa  Lyons,  Arthur  Sterngold,  Jon  Bogle,  and  Roger  Opdahl. 

The  minutes  of  the  October  30th  meeting  were  approved. 

The  Admissions  staff  responded  to  the  following  questions  from  Arthur  Sterngold  concerning  the 
"position"  of  the  college. 

1.  What  are  consumers'  negative  and  positive  impressions  of  Lycoming  College  compared  to 
other  relevant  schools?  ("Consumers"  include  prospective  students  and  their  parents,  as 
well  as  school  counselors  and  other  individuals  who  influence  college  decisions.) 

2.  What  are  the  most  important  factors  that  consumers  consider  in  selecting  a  college,  and 
how  does  Lycoming  rate  on  these  compared  to  competitive  schools? 

3.  What  kinds  of  improvements  to  any  aspects  of  Lycoming  College  would  most  improve  our 
ability  to  attract  good  students?   These  could  include  changes  in  our  educational  programs, 
social  activities,  promotional  materials,  financial  aid,  physical  plant  --  anything!!! 

The  staff  discussed  how  students  in  various  areas  perceive  the  college.    Perceived  positive 
features  included:  "friendly"  campus,  good  housing,  desirable  campus  and  city  size,  availability  of 
internships,  strength  of  certain  majors,  and  financial  aid.    Negative  perceptions  included:  campus  too 
small,  "rural"  location,  costs  too  high,  housing  options  limited.   Jim  Spencer  reviewed  research  regarding 
the  perceived  importance  of  such  factors  as  college  size,  course  requirements  of  liberal  arts  institutions, 
and  the  quality  of  teaching. 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  "Lycoming  College  Withdrawal  Form"  and  made  recommendations. 

The  Committee  was  informed  that  in  the  future  it  would  deal  with  operational  concerns  while 
broader  issues  would  be  considered  by  Marketing  and  Recruitment  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  5:30PM.

Our  department  offered  Math  055  (an  experimental  2  credit 
computer  science  course  counting  only  for  elective  credit)  in  the 
Fall  1989  semester  and  we  are  currently  offering  the  course  in 
the  present  Spring  1990  semester.  We  wanted  to  wait  until  the 
course  had  completed  one  semester  before  seriously  considering 
whether  or  not  to  propose  that  it  become  a  catologue  course. 
Having  now  offered  the  course  one  semester  and  also  having  had  it 
running  a  few  weeks  in  the  present  semester,  we've  decided  that 
we  would  like  to  propose  that  it  become  a  catalogue  course.  We 
realize  however  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  have  the  proposal 
pass  through  CDC,  GCAA,  and  the  faculty  in  time  to  be  placed  on 
the  Fall  1990  schedule.  We  therefore  request  that  the  faculty 
allow  us  to  schedule  Math  055  a  third  time  (one  additional  time 
beyond  the  allowable  number  for  50 's  level  courses)  in  Fall  1990. 

Well  before  the  Spring  1990  semester  is  finalized  we  will  have 
submitted  our  proposal  to  put  the  course  in  the  catalogue.  If 
the  proposal  passes,  we  will  then  add  it  to  the  Spring  1990 
schedule;  otherwise  the  course  will  not  appear  on  the  Spring  1990 
schedule.

26  January  1990 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  met  at  7:00  AM.  in  the  cafeteria.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  Bruce 
Weaver,  John  Whelan,  David  Haley,  David  Fisher,  John  Piper,  and  Dean  Van  Marter. 

1.  The  Council  approved  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  12  January  for  distribution. 

2.  The  Council  discussed  the  process  of  appointing  persons  to  committees.    The  Council  agreed  to 
consult  with  Bruce  Hurlbert,  the  most  recent  chair  of  the  Appointments  Committee.    The  process 
is  due  to  begin  in  February. 

3.  The  Secretary  reported  that  the  new  balloting  procedures  for  elections  seemed  to  be  going  okay. 
Several  faculty  members  have  approved  the  use  of  ballot  boxes  and  approximately  40%  of  the 
ballots  were  returned  through  the  boxes. 

4.  The  next  faculty  meeting  will  be  February  12.    The  Faculty  Council  agreed  with  a  proposal  to 
return  to  the  Science  Building  for  one  last  time.    Part  of  the  purpose  of  this  would  be  to  give 
faculty  a  chance  to  tour  the  building  so  that  they  might  be  better  able  to  offer  suggestions  for  its 
future  use.    The  Agenda  will  include  materials  from  Curriculum  Development,  a  report  from  the 
Dean  on  probation  and  related  materials,  and  a  report  from  the  Admissions  Office. 

5.  Herring  reported  very  little  return  from  the  request  to  appointed  committee  chairs  about  the  bylaws 
governing  their  committees.    The  Council  suggested  he  continue  to  follow  his  written  request  with 
personal  appeals. 

6.  The  Dean  reported  on  a  meeting  sponsored  by  the  Council  of  Independent  Colleges  scheduled  for 
May  30  through  June  1.    The  title  of  the  meeting  is  "What  Makes  a  Powerful  Teacher."   The  Dean 
asked  if  there  was  interest  in  this  and  if  so,  how  to  determine  those  who  might  attend. 

7.  The  Dean  reported  on  a  meeting  sponsored  by  the  Division  of  Higher  Education  of  the  United 
Methodist  Churches  to  be  held  in  Nashville.    The  summer  workshops  are  also  available  to  our 
faculty. 

8.  The  Council  spent  a  major  portion  of  the  meeting  discussing  a  proposal  presented  by  Dean  Van 
Marter  for  the  possible  creation  of  a  position  in  her  office.    Her  specific  proposal  had  to  do  with 
the  creation  of  an  Assistant  or  Associate  Dean  who  might  work  primarily  with  freshmen.    The 
discussion  led  to  questions  about  a  possible  reorganization  of  the  Dean's  office.    The  Dean  offered 
to  prepare  a  full  list  of  the  duties  of  the  Dean's  office. 

9.  Several  persons,  including  David  Haley,  raised  a  question  about  graffiti  on  the  desks  in  the 
Academic  Center.    He  feels  and  the  Council  agreed  that  guests  at  various  colloquiums  and  parents 
visiting  with  prospective  students  ought  not  to  face  such  graffiti.    The  Dean  has  spoken  with  the 
Dean  of  Students  and  steps  are  being  taken  to  clean  up  the  desks.

The  following  proposals  from  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  were  presented  to 
the  faculty  for  vote  by  Bruce  Weaver. 

1.  Proposal  from  the  Department  of  Political  Science  to  delete  Pol  Sci  434  and  add  in  its  place 
two  separate  courses  (Pol  Sci  243,  The  Vietnam  War,  and  Pol  Sci  244,  The  Political  Film) 
that  would  be  offered  in  alternate  years. 

Delete  Pol  Sci  434W,  Political  Newswriting,  effective  1990-91.    Add  the  following 
courses:  Political  Science  243  -  THE  VIETNAM  WAR.    The  background  and  context  of 
the  war,  how  the  United  States  got  involved,  the  military  lessons,  and  the  war's  impact 
on  U.S.  society,  politics,  and  economy.    Alternate  years. 

Political  Science  244  -  THE  POLITICAL  FILM.    The  great  and  enduring  political 
questions  presented  in  fiction  movies,  for  classroom  discussion  and  papers.    Course 
draws  from  a  library  of  cinema  classics  on  videotape  to  probe  political  arrangements, 
power  relationships,  and  the  legal  process.    A  writing-intensive  course  for  majors  and 
non-majors.

Minutes 
8  February  1990 


The  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  met  at  7:00  AM  in  the  cafeteria.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  David 
Haley,  John  Piper,  Mehrdad  Madresehee,  John  Whelan,  Bruce  Weaver,  and  David  Fisher. 

1.  The  Council  approved  the  minutes  of  1  February  for  publication  in  the  next  Academic  Bulletin. 

2.  The  Council  agreed  to  amend  Item  3  in  the  minutes  of  January  12  to  note  that  Ernie  Giglio 
declined  appointment  to  the  Committee  on  Prizes  and  Honorary  Degrees  due  to  other  committee 
assignments. 

3.  The  Faculty  Secretary  reported  that  the  ballot  for  a  replacement  for  Bob  Falk  on  Budgets,  Salaries, 
and  Benefits  is  underway.    He  also  reported  the  need  to  replace  Doris  Parrish  on  the  Budgets, 
Salaries,  and  Benefits  because  of  her  election  to  Promotion  and  Tenure.    The  Council  agreed  that 
it  seems  like  it  is  possible  to  run  two  different  Budgets,  Salaries,  and  Benefits  elections  at  the  same 
time  because  persons  are  elected  from  specific  categories. 

4.  Chairman  Herring  reported  on  the  continuing  effort  to  receive  information  from  the  appointed 
committees  about  their  bylaws.    David  Haley  has  agreed  to  pursue  this  project. 

5.  The  Council  agreed  that  there  is  a  need  to  have  as  complete  as  possible  a  list  of  other  committees 
of  the  college,  including  the  many  informal  ones.    Herring  agreed  to  pursue  this  project. 

6.  The  Council  agreed  to  put  the  question  of  hiring  procedures  on  our  Agenda  for  next  time.    The 
general  feeling  was  that  this  matter  should  eventually  go  to  the  Personnel  Committee. 

7.  The  Council  received  from  the  Dean  an  updated  version  of  a  job  description  for  an 
Assistant/Associate  Dean.    Attached  to  the  description  was  part  of  a  grant  request  the  Dean  has 
written  to  help  support  the  costs  of  this  position.    After  lengthy  discussion  the  Council  agreed  to 
ask  the  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  to  respond  to  several  specific  questions.    These 
questions  include: 

a.  Would  the  years  a  person  spends  in  such  a  position  count  toward  promotion? 

b.  Would  it  be  possible  for  a  person  to  receive  partial  credit  toward  promotion  for  the  teaching 
that  they  do  during  their  service  as  Assistant/Associate  Dean? 

c.  If  a  person  in  such  a  position  publishes  a  paper  unrelated  to  his  or  her  professional  field,  might 
such  a  paper  count  as  research/scholarship? 

d.  Might  service  as  Assistant/Associate  Dean  count  as  service  to  the  College? 
The  Council  intends  to  request  this  information  be  available  before  its  next  stated  meeting. 

8.  The  Council  discussed  the  coming  faculty  meeting  and  asked  the  Secretary  to  send  a  reminder  that 
the  meeting  is  in  the  old  Science  Building.    Weaver  has  arranged  tours  through  Bob  Angstadt. 
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9.  Chairman  Herring  made  a  series  of  notices  and  announcements  which  included  a  notice  about  the 
need  for  some  greater  attention  to  the  cleanliness  of  the  classrooms.    He  also  reported  that  the 
Mid  States  Steering  Committee  will  include  the  Administrative  Council,  the  Faculty  Council,  the 
Chair  of  the  Personnel  Committee,  the  Chair  of  the  Curriculum  Committee,  and  student  and 
alumni  representatives.   He  also  reported  that  the  President  intends  to  invite  new  trustees  to 
campus  for  orientation.    The  first  orientation  will  be  next  week.   The  Chair  asked  for  advice  about 
a  beginning  date  for  circulating  forms  so  that  faculty  can  request  assignments  to  appointive 
committees. 

10.  Under  the  general  category  of  topics  for  future  discussion,  the  Council  raised  the  issues  of  (1)  a 
possible  rule  on  moonlighting,  and  (2)  extra  compensation/remuneration  for  special  assignments  or 
responsibilities.    The  Council  agreed  to  add  these  to  a  future  Agenda. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  will  be  on  Thursday,  February  15,  at  7:00  AM 
in  the  Cafeteria.

With  the  concurrence  of  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Council  proposes  that  the  current 
portion  of  the  Faculty  Bylaws  concerning  the  Committee  on  Teacher  Education  Programs  (VI, 
Section  2,  5)  be  replaced  by  new  wording  as  follows: 

CURRENT  VERSION  (page  1-11): 

The  function  of  this  committee  will  be  to  serve  as  advisory  to  the  Department  of  Education. 
In  its  advisory  capacity  the  committee  shall  concern  itself  with  any  matters  regarding  the 
teacher  education  program  of  the  college.   The  members  shall  be:  the  Dean  of  the  College,  a 
representative    of  the  Education  Department  selected  by  the  department  chairperson,  four 
members  of  the  faculty  from  different  departments  selected  by  the  Committee  on 
Appointments,  and  two  students  selected  by  the  Education  Department.   Other  members  of 
the  Education  Department  will  serve  as  ex  officio  members  without  voting  privileges. 

NEW  VERSION: 

The  functions  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

(A)  To  advise  the  Education  Department  on  all  matters  of  policy  relating  to  teacher  education 
certification  programs. 

(B)  To  assist  the  Education  Department  in  the  management  of  the  teacher  education  programs 
at  the  request  of  the  department. 

(C)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Faculty  about  those  changes  in  the  teacher  education 
programs  upon  which  the  Faculty  must  vote. 

(D)  To  concern  itself  with  such  other  matters  involving  teacher  education  programs  as  it 
believes  important. 

The  membership  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

(A)  The  chair  of  the  Education  Department  and  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

(B)  One  faculty  member  from  each  of  these  departments  or  groups  of  departments:  Foreign 
Languages  and  Literatures,  English,  Social  Studies  (Anthropology  and  Sociology,  Economics, 
History,  Political  Science,  Psychology),  Art  and  Music,  Mathematical  Sciences,  Natural 
Sciences  (Astronomy  and  Physics,  Biology,  Chemistry),  and  Nursing.    These  appointments  shall 
be  made  only  after  consultation  with  these  departments. 

(C)  Two  students  from  the  elementary  education  program,  and  two  students  from  the 
secondary  education  programs,  selected  by  the  Education  Department. 

(D)  The  Registrar  and  other  members  of  the  Education  Department  shall  be  nonvoting 
members  of  this  committee.

An  introduction  to  the  real  world  of  accounting. 
Students  are  placed  in  Managerial  and  Public  Accounting 
positions  in  order  to  effect  a  synthesis  of  the  students 
academic  course  work  and  its  practical  applications. 
Specifics  of  the  course  work  to  be  worked  out  in  conjunction 
with  department,  student  and  sponsor. 

Justification: 

Practicums  have  become  a  popular  and  rewarding 
experience  for  accounting  students  at  most  colleges.   At  the 
present  time  an  internship  is  required  for  students  enrolled 
in  the  managerial  accounting  tract.   In  recent  years  5-10 
students  have  enrolled  each  semester.   Offering  the  course 
as  a  practicum  rather  than  an  internship  will  have  the 
following  advantages: 

1.  Closer  student-faculty-sponsor  contact. 

2.  Greater  exchange  of  experiences  among  students. 

3.  Closer  monitoring  of  student  activities  by  faculty. 

This  course  is  currently  being  offered  for  the  second 

time  as  a  3  50 's  course.   This  course  will  not  add  to  the 

number  of  courses  required  by  accounting  students.   It  will 

replace  the  internship  with  a  more  effective  alternative.

Proposal: 

The  Committee  recommends  that  we  make  a  slight  change  in  the  cumulative  grade  point  average 
needed  by  freshmen  to  be  in  good  academic  standing. 

When  we  adopted  the  standards  that  are  printed  on  page  11  of  the  current  college  catalog,  we 
developed  a  sliding  scale  for  academic  progress  at  each  level.  At  the  time  we  instituted  this  change,  the 
college  had  not  yet  adopted  the  +/-  grading  system.  Therefore,  a  1.66  cumulative  grade  point  average  was 
chosen  for  the  first  semester  because  it  represented  the  actual  GPA  a  student  would  achieve  if  he/she 
completed  a  minimum  of  three  courses  with  2  Cs  and  1  D.  Now  that  we  have  a  new  grading  system,  the 
cumulative  grade  point  averages  are  more  diverse.  I  suggest  we  make  a  minor  adjustment  in  the  scale  which 
will  make  it  easier  for  everyone  to  remember  the  figures  and  also  allow  for  progress  at  equal  intervals.

1.  The  Faculty  Council  approved  the  minutes  of  8  March  for  publication  in  the  Academic  Bulletin. 

2.  The  next  faculty  meeting  has  been  postponed  until  the  16th  of  April  in  order  that  the  faculty  will 
have  time  to  review  the  report  of  the  Planning  Council.    Agenda  for  that  meeting  is  on  the  Agenda 
for  the  next  Faculty  Council  meeting. 

3.  The  Faculty  Secretary  reported  that  the  final  vote  for  members  on  the  Personnel  Committee  will 
conclude  today.    The  remaining  election  will  be  for  members  on  Freedom  and  Grievance  and  will 
commence  immediately. 

4.  The  Council  agreed  to  hold  a  special  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  making  committee  appointments 
for  next  year.    That  meeting  will  be  held  on  the  4th  of  April  at  7:00  p.m.  in  the  Academic  Center, 
place  to  be  announced.    Herring  reminded  the  Council  that  such  appointments  need  to  be 
approved  by  the  G.C.AA 

5.  The  Dean  updated  the  Council  on  the  status  of  the  proposed  Assistant/Associate  Dean  for  the 
Freshman  Year.    She  reported  that  several  people  have  expressed  an  interest  and  the  Council 
encouraged  the  Dean  to  continue  the  search.

The 
proposed  rule  is:  Persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  faculty  may  attend  meetings  of  the  faculty 
with  the  permission  of  the  Chair  or  another  officer  of  the  faculty.

ENGLISH  SOCIETY  COLLOQUIUM 

Blake,  the  Sacred,  and  the  French  Revolution:    18th-Century  Ideology  and  the  Problem  of  Violence,"  by  Dr. 
Steven  Bidlake,  Assistant  Professor  of  English  -  Monday,  April  9  at  4  o'clock  in  the  Lower  Library. 
One  of  the  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  French  Revolution  is  not  so  much  the  fact  of  its  violence, 
but  rather  the  ritualized  form  violence  assumed  in  revolutionary  practice  and  rhetoric.    English  writers 
who  responded  to  the  events  in  France  either  overtly  or  unconsciously  seemed  to  recognize  the  elements 
of  ritual  violence  in  the  revolution,  for  the  images  and  language  of  violence  dominate  their  writing  in 
unexpected  ways.

First-year  student  newspaper  wins  three  awards 

The  Lycourier  student  newspaper  of  Lycoming  College  is  the  winner  of  two 
awards  from  the  Society  of  Professional  Journalists  and  second  place  winner  in  a  college 
newspaper  critique. 

The  newspaper  staff  learned  Thursday  that  it  placed  second  in  the  critique 
sponsored  by  Columbia  Scholastic  Press  Association,  an  organization  at  Columbia 
University  in  New  York.  The  newspaper  will  receive  an  inscribed  plaque  later  this  month. 

Friday  the  staff  learned  that  it  received  two  awards  from  the  Society  of 
Professional  Journalists  college  newspaper  contest.  Senior  Mike  Juran,  sports  editor  from 
Clifton,  N.J.,  won  a  third  place  award  for  sports  writing  for  a  story  he  wrote  about 
Lycoming  football  in  the  1950s.  Senior  David  Barber,  photography  editor  from 
Huntingdon  Valley,  won  a  third  place  award  for  spot  news  photography  of  a  mock  traffic 
accident  on  campus. 

Juran  and  Barber  competed  against  college  newspapers  from  New  York,  Ohio, 

Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia. 

The  Columbia  University  critique  helps  college  newspapers  detect  problems  with 
publications  and  make  improvements.  Newspapers  can  receive  a  maximum  of  1,000 
points.  The  Lycourier  received  791  points  for  second  place,  which  is  59  points  shy  of  the 
first-place  category. 

In  the  critique,  the  judges  wrote,  "You  are  to  be  commended.  For  a  fust-time  ever 
production,  it's  an  accomplishment  just  to  get  out.  That  you  have  gone  weekly  in  your 
second  semester  is  great.  That  you  look  and  read  well  is  even  better.  I  hope  this  is  the  start 
of  a  tradition  of  excellence  and  hard  work  that  will  carry  you  along  the  future."

PA  ACADEMY  OF  SCIENCE  CONFERENCE 

The  results  of  three  separate  scientific  research  projects 
conducted. at  Lycoming  College  have  been  selected  for  presentation 
at  the  66 —  annual  meeting  of  the  Pennsylvania  Academy  of  Science 
to  be  held  April  20-22,  1990  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 

The  three  studies  are: 

1.  "THE  EFFECT  OF  METHYL  ALPHA  GLUCOPYRANOSIDE  ON  ESCHERICHIA 
COLI  DIAUXIC  GROWTH".  This  research  project  was  supervised  by 
Dr.  Jack  D.  Diehl,  Associate  Professor  of  Biology,  and  it  is 
an  integral  part  of  ongoing  research  into  the  mechanisms  that 
regulate  the  transport  of  nutrient  into  cells,  cell  division 
and  genetic  expression.  Christine  M.  Wirth,  junior  Biology 
major,  participated  in  the  research  and  will  deliver  the 
presentation  to  the  Academy  of  Science  as  a  part  of  an  honors 
project  in  Biology. 

2.  "AN  IMPROVED  METHOD  FOR  COLIFORM  VERIFICATION".  This  research 
was  conducted  and  will  be  presented  by  Dr.  Jack  D.  Diehl, 
Associate  Professor  of  Biology.  This  research  involved  the 
development  of  a  new  and  improved  method  for  determining  if 
water  is  potentially  contaminated  with  bacteria  that  are 
hazardous  to  ones  health.  Patricia  A.  Bloss,  senior  Biology 
major,  worked  as  a  technician  on  this  research  project. 

3.  "A  COMPARISON  OF  THE  GROWTH  AND  CONDITION  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
OYSTER,  CRASSOSTREA  VIRGINICA,  ON  STABILIZED  COAL  ASH  AND 
OYSTER  SHELL  SUBSTRATA".  This  research  was  conducted,  and  will 

be  presented  by,  Ann  L.  Yastishock,  a  recent  (Dec.  1989)  Lycoming 
graduate.  This  research  was  supervised  by  Dr.  Robert  B. 
Angstadt  of  Lycoming  College,  and  Dr.  Kent  Price  of  the 
University  of  Deleware.

MINUTES  OF  THE  FACULTY  MEETING 

LYCOMING  COLLEGE 

16  April  1990 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  4:30  p.m.  by  Chairman  Owen  Herring.    Marco  Hunsberger,  Campus 
Minister,  led  the  faculty  in  prayer. 

The  minutes  of  12  March  1990  were  approved  as  distributed. 

Secretary's  Report 

The  process  of  electing  faculty  to  committees  for  the  1990-91  academic  year  is  completed.    A 
proposal  will  be  made  at  the  May  faculty  meeting  to  streamline  the  election  process  in  the 
future. 

Old  Business:    None 

New  Business:    None 

Reports: 

(1)         Chairman  Herring  of  the  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  presented  two  proposals  to 
the  faculty  for  vote. 

a.  Bylaw  change  for  Teacher  Education  Committee.  It  was  proposed  that  the  bylaw 
change  be  accepted  as  printed  in  the  Academic  Bulletin  of  April  6,  1990,  No.  31, 
page  4  with  the  exception  that  the  Psychology  Department  be  listed  as  a  separate 
department.      The  new  bylaw  is: 

The  functions  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

(A)  To  advise  the  Education  Department  on  all  matters  of  policy  relating  to 
teacher  education  certification  programs. 

(B)  To  assist  the  Education  Department  in  the  management  of  the  teacher 
education  programs  at  the  request  of  the  department. 

(C)  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Faculty  about  those  changes  in  the, 
teacher  education  programs  upon  which  the  Faculty  must  vote. 

(D)  To  concern  itself  with  such  other  matters  involving  teacher  education 
programs  as  it  believes  important. 

The  membership  of  this  committee  shall  be: 

(A)  The  chair  of  the  Education  Department  and  the  Dean  of  the  College. 

(B)  One  faculty  member  from  each  of  these  departments  or  groups  of 
departments:  Foreign  Languages  and  Literatures,  English,  Social  Studies 
(Anthropology  and  Sociology,  Economics,  History,  and  Political  Science),  Art 
and  Music,  Mathematical  Sciences,  Natural  Sciences  (Astronomy  and  Physics, 
Biology,  Chemistry),  Nursing,  and  Psychology.    These  appointments  shall  be 
made  only  after  consultation  with  these  departments. 

(C)  Two  students  from  the  elementary  education  program,  and  two  students 
from  the  secondary  education  programs,  selected  by  the  Education  Department. 
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(D)    The  Registrar  and  other  members  of  the  Education  Department  shall  be 
nonvoting  members  of  this  committee. 

Proposal  passed. 

Attendance  at  faculty  meetings  by  non  faculty  members.    It  was  proposed  that  the 
rule  be  adopted  as  printed  in  the  Academic  Bulletin  of  April  6,  1990,  No.  31, 
page  6.    The  new  rule  is:    "Persons  who  are  not  members  of  the  Faculty  may 
attend  meetings  of  the  Faculty  with  the  permission  of  the  Chair  or  another  officer 
of  the  Faculty."    Proposal  Passed. 


Proposal  passed. 


(2)  The  following  proposals  from  the  General  Committee  on  Academic  Affairs  were 
presented  to  the  faculty  for  vote  by  Bruce  Weaver,  Chair  of  G.C.AA 

a.  Proposal  from  the  Physical  Education  Department  to  merge  AT  210  (Kinesiology) 
with  AT  220  (Biomechanics)  to  form  a  new  AT  215  (Analysis  of  Human 
Movement). 

AT  215  Analysis  of  Human  Movement  -  Basic  concepts  of  Kinesiology,  the 
study  of  human  movement,  and  Biomechanics,  the  study  of  the  mechanical 
aspects  of  human  movement.    Three  lectures  per  week,  project.    Three  credit 
hours.    Prerequisite:  Biology  113  &  114. 

Proposal  Passed. 

b.  Proposal  from  the  Accounting  Department  to  add  Accounting  449,  Practicum  in 
Accounting,  to  replace  the  Internship. 

Accounting  449  Practicum  in  Accounting  -  An  introduction  to  the  real  world  of 
accounting.    Students  are  placed  in  Managerial  and  Public  Accounting  positions 
in  order  to  effect  a  synthesis  of  the  students  academic  course  work  and  its 
practical  applications.    Specifics  of  the  course  work  to  be  worked  out  in 
conjunction  with  department,  student  and  sponsor. 

Proposal  Passed. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Howard  Berthold  and  passed  that  the  Curriculum 
Development  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Individual  Studies  Committee 
and  departments  currently  offering  practica,  devise  general  guidelines  and  standards 
for  practica  with  the  intent  that  they  report  to  the  faculty  at  the  second  faculty 
meeting  in  the  Fall  1990. 

c.  Proposal  from  the  Academic  Standards  Committee  that  a  slight  change  be  made  in 
the  cumulative  grade  point  average  needed  by  freshmen  to  be  in  good  academic 
standing.    The  change  would  affect  the  first  two  semesters  only  and  are  listed  as 
1.70  and  1.80  on  the  new  scale  as  compared  to  1.66  and  1.85  on  the  old  scale. 

Proposal  Passed. 

(3)  Jerry  Allen  distributed  ballots  for  the  faculty  to  vote  for  nominees  for  honorary  degrees. 

(4)  A  motion  was  made  and  passed  to  graduate  the  senior  students  as  the  class  of  1990. 
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Reports: 

(1)  Bob  Falk  spoke  on  the  Artist  Series  and  the  proposals  for  the  future  regarding 
subscriptions  and  the  elimination  of  free  tickets  for  faculty  and  staff. 

(2)  President  Douthat  made  several  reports. 

a.  He  reported  on  the  strategic  planning  process  and  brought  the  faculty  up  to  date 
on  the  continuing  process. 

b.  President  Douthat  reported  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  8%  salary 
pool  and  a  1%  increase  in  retirement  benefits  for  the  faculty  for  the  academic  year 
of  1990-91. 

c.  The  President  explained  that  the  recent  endowed  chair  was  in  Business  and 
Commerce. 

d.  The  President  thanked  those  who  had  shared  in  the  Inauguration. 
Several  announcements  were  made  by  the  faculty. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  5:50  p.m.

1.  The  minutes  of  22  March  were  amended  and  approved  for  publication. 

2.  The  Council  received  the  revised  version  of  the  proposed  Council  letter  to  the  faculty  encouraging 
support  for  the  Lycoming  Annual  Fund.    Council  members  agreed  to  sign  the  letter.    Ralph  Ziegler 
will  distribute  the  letter  through  his  office. 

3.  Herring  reported  a  communication  with  Dan  Fultz  concerning  the  employment  of  a  Business 
Manager  at  the  College.    Dan  invited  faculty  input  in  the  form  of  interviewing  a  final  candidate 
because  the  new  job  description  includes  contact  with  the  faculty.    Council  members  Herring, 
Weaver,  and  Whelan  agreed  to  participate  in  the  hiring  process  as  requested. 

4.  The  Council  discussed  the  agenda  for  the  April  16th  faculty  meeting. 

5.  Bylaw  change  proposal  -  the  Teacher  Education  Program.    The  Council  agreed  with  the  proposal 
subject  to  John  Conrad's  concurrence.    Herring  will  be  in  charge  of  shepherding  this  proposal. 

6.  Election  bylaw  change.    Piper  presented  a  proposal  and  discussion  revealed  two  remaining 
important  questions. 

(a)  Exactly  how  do  we  treat  those  who  are  on  Sabbatical  or  take  a  Leave  of  Absence  for  a  year. 
Would  they  be  compelled  to  resign  or  simply  be  replaced  for  their  year  of  absence. 

(b)  If  we  stabilize  the  committees  and  do  away  with  the  "Bumping"  process  what  kind  of  pool  of 
people  will  remain  to  stand  for  election  to  the  committees.    Piper  is  to  do  a  simulation  to 
answer  question  two. 

7.  A  note  from  Haley  concerning  the  proposal  to  develop  a  procedure  for  hiring.    The  note  included 
a  letter  from  Emily  Jensen,  Chair  of  Personnel,  with  suggestions  from  the  Personnel  Committee. 
The  Personnel  Committee  suggested  and  the  Faculty  Council  agreed  to  appoint  an  ad  hoc 
committee  on  the  hiring  process  to  include  the  chairs  of  Chemistry,  English,  Nursing,  Business,  and 
Math,  all  departments  where  there  have  been  recent  hirings.    The  committee  will  include  Owen 
Herring  as  Chair  and  the  Dean.    The  Council  requested  the  committee  have  a  plan  ready  for  the 
September  faculty  meeting  at  which  time  the  committee  will  be  discharged. 

8.  John  Whelan  proposed  that  the  Faculty  Council  meet  with  the  new  faculty  before  the  end  of  the 
semester  in  order  to  talk  about  their  first  two  year's  experience  at  Lycoming  College  and  to  share 
with  them  our  governance  procedures.    The  Council  also  agreed  that  such  a  meeting  would  be 
useful  every  fall  with  new  faculty.

DR.  EMILY  R.  JENSEN,  professor  of  English,  has  an  article  published  in  the  Spring  1990  issue  of  The 
Chaucer  Review.

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EXECUTIVE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  FACULTY 

Minutes 
12  April  1990 

The  Executive  Council  of  the  Faculty  met  at  7:00  am  in  the  cafeteria.    Present:    Owen  Herring,  Bruce 
Weaver,  John  Whelan,  Mehrdad  Madresehee,  John  Piper,  and  Dean  Van  Marter. 

1.  The  minutes  of  29  March  were  reviewed,  corrected,  and  approved  for  publication  in  the  Academic 
Bulletin. 

2.  John  Whelan  will  follow  up  on  the  proposal  for  a  meeting  between  the  Faculty  Council  and  those 
faculty  who  have  come  to  Lycoming  in  the  last  two  years.    He  will  aim  for  a  time  during  exam 
week. 

3.  The  Secretary  distributed  updated  lists  of  the  elected  committees  and  the  appointed  committees. 
He  has  contacted  those  persons  the  Faculty  Council  suggested  for  appointed  committees  who  had 
not  proposed  themselves  for  particular  committees.    All  such  persons  contacted  have  agreed  to 
serve. 

4.  The  Secretary  distributed  a  mock  ballot  for  Promotion  and  Tenure  based  on  the  proposed  bylaw 
change  that  would  make  members  of  elected  committees  ineligible  for  election.    The  Faculty 
Council  agreed  that  it  appeared  that  there  would  be  a  sufficient  number  of  people  eligible  to 
make  the  bylaw  change  attractive.    The  Council  suggested  the  possibility  of  treating  the  Freedom 
and  Grievance  Committee  as  an  exception  so  that  those  persons  would  be  eligible.    Piper  is  to 
work  up  a  revised  bylaw  proposal  for  the  next  meeting.    The  suggestion  was  also  made  to  ask  the 
Faculty  Personnel  Committee  to  report  leaves  of  absence  and  sabbaticals  somewhat  earlier  so  that 
those  persons  become  ineligible  for  election. 

5.  Whelan  reported  his  research  on  the  work  of  the  Discipline  Committee.    It  appears  that  the 
current  duty  of  the  Discipline  Committee  is  to  hear  appeals  from  the  Academic  Standards 
Committee.    The  Faculty  Council  agreed  that  that  did  not  appear  to  be  sufficient  responsibility  to 
warrant  continuing  the  committee.    Whelan  is  to  draw  a  memo  to  that  affect  which  will  be 
distributed  to  the  faculty  for  future  action. 

6.  Weaver  and  Berthold  met  with  the  candidates  for  Business  Manager  in  accordance  with  Item  3  in 
the  minutes  of  29  March.    Weaver  reported  that  such  a  review  was  useful  and  gave  some  faculty 
input  into  this  particular  hiring  process. 

7.  Herring  reported  that  those  persons  the  Faculty  Council  suggested  for  the  Ad  hoc  Comittee  on 
Hiring  had  agreed  to  serve.    They  include  the  chairs  of  English  (Jensen),  Math  (Haley),  Business 
(Weaver),  and  Chemistry  (Franz).    They,  together  with  Herring  and  the  Dean,  will  constitute  the 
committee. 

8.  Herring  reported  on  discussions  concerning  the  Committee  on  Teacher  Education.    He  has 
received  one  suggestion  that  a  representative  from  the  Psychology  Department  be  put  on  the 
committee  separate  from  a  representative  from  the  Social  Sciences  Division.    Many  of  those 
students  who  prepare  for  elementary  education  are  Psychology  majors  and  all  students  must 
complete  at  least  two  courses  in  the  department.    The  Faculty  Council  supported  the  suggestion. 

9.  Herring  reported  on  the  new  Computer  Committee.    He  and  Carol  Murray  are  to  create  a 
proposal  and  should  be  ready  to  report  soon. 
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10.  The  Council  discussed  the  Office  of  the  Freshman  Dean  and  potential  candidates. 

11.  Dean  Van  Marter  makes  a  semester  by  semester  report  to  the  President  on  important  issues  of 
the  semester.    She  asked  for  suggestions  from  the  Faculty  Council  concerning  potential  items  for 
her  report. 

12.  Weaver  reported  that  a  part  of  the  proposal  to  revise  the  governance  procedures  at  the  College 
involved  an  examination  of  Promotion  and  Tenure  Committee  procedures.    That  has  not  yet  been 
done.    The  Faculty  Council  proposes  creating  a  committee,  perhaps  of  recent  but  not  current 
members  of  Promotion  and  Tenure,  to  make  such  an  examination. 

13.  One  item  of  business  for  next  week's  meeting  will  be  an  agenda  for  the  faculty  meeting  of  May  7. 

14.  The  next  meeting  of  the  Faculty  Council  will  be  19  April  at  7.00  am  in  the  cafeteria.

WILLIAMSPORT,  PA  --  The  Lycoming  College  department  of  nursing  is 
the  recipient  of  a  $32,000  grant  from  the  Helene  Fuld  Health  Trust. 

This  grant  will  be  used  to  equip  a  new  critical  care  learning  lab  that 
addresses  a  variety  of  clinical  areas  including  cardiac,  pulminary,  trauma 
and  high  risk  pregnancy. 

In  commenting  on  this  gift,  Dr.  Doris  Parrish,  associate  professor  of 
nursing  and  department  chair,  says, "  We  believe  that  our  students  will  be 
better  prepared  for  their  state  nursing  licensure  examination  as  a  result  of 
their  experiences  in  this  critical  care  lab."  She  adds,  The  use  of  a  simulated 
laboratory  will  also  help  prepare  students  for  their  initial  clinical 
assignments  with  critically  ill  patients." 

Established  in  1982,  the  department  of  nursing  is  accredited  by  the 
National  League  for  Nursing.  Graduates  of  this  program  currently  hold  a  94% 
pass  rate  on  the  State  Board  Licensing  Exam. 

According  to  Marine  Midland  Bank,  N.A.,  as  Trustee  of  the  Helene  Fuld 
Health  Trust,  376  requests  for  funds  totaling  more  than  $23-5  million  were 
received.  In  all,  146  grants  were  awarded.

SUBJECT:     Proposed  Bylaw  Changes 

A.  Discipline  Committee 

As  a  result  of  a  complicated  and  uninteresting  set  of  historical  circumstances,  the 
current  function  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  is  to  hear  appeals  regarding  cases  of 
academic  dishonesty  after  they  have  been  heard  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
appealed  to  the  Academic  Standards  Committee,  and  before  they  are  appealed  to  the 
President.    The  Executive  Council  believes  that  this  is  an  unnecessary  function.    For 
your  information,  faculty  are  represented  on  the  Appeals  Board  which  considers  cases 
of  potential  disciplinary  suspension  and  termination. 

Therefore,  the  Executive  Council  recommends  that  the  Faculty  eliminate  the  Committee 
on  Discipline.    This  requires  deleting  Bylaw  VI,  Section  3,  Part  4  as  revised  in 
September  1989.    (Note:    This  revision  supercedes  the  version  found  in  the  most 
recently  issued  Faculty  Handbook.) 

B.  Election  Process 

A  faculty  member  may  serve  on  only  one  elective  committee  of  the  Faculty  at  the  same 
time.  Persons  who  will  be  on  leave  or  away  for  some  other  reason  for  a  semester  or 
longer  must  resign  from  their  committee  membership  except  for  the  Promotion  and 
Tenure  Comittee,  where  they  may  take  a  leave  of  absence.  Persons  who  will  be  serving 
as  officers  of  the  Faculty,  or  as  members  of  an  elective  committee  other  than  Academic 
Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievance,  shall  be  excluded  from  the  ballots.  A  member  retiring 
from  an  elective  committee  may  not  again  serve  on  that  committee  for  one  year.

Years  ago  the  Committee  on  Promotion  and  Tenure  brought  changes  in  its  guidelines 
before  the  Faculty  for  questions  and  discussion.   The  current  committee  would  like  to 
revive  this  practice.    Accordingly  the  committee  is  bringing  this  year's  changes  before 
the  Faculty.    A  draft  of  these  changes  was  distributed  to  faculty  earlier  this  year.    We 
reprint  them  here  for  your  convenience. 
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II.  CRITERIA  FOR  GRANTING  TENURE  AND  PROMOTION 

C.   Performance   (p. 2-4) 

2.    Professional  Development  -  Candidates  must  show  commendable 
achievement  in  research,  publication,  artistic  performance, 
or  other  activities  appropriate  to  their  discipline  and 
setting .  Jg  (See  statement  of  College  Personnel  Policies,  2.1 
G.) 

III.  CONSIDERATIONS  GUIDING  THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  ABOVE  CRITERIA 

(P-  2-5)       . 

A.    The  Committee  recognizes  and  encourages  diversity  among 
faculty  in  the  contributions  they  make  in  the  three 
areas  of  performance.   Nevertheless,  all  candidates 
must  demonstrate  highly  effective  teaching  or 
librarianship,  continued  scholarly  growth  and 
continuous  and  substantial  non-compensated  service  to 
the  college. 

IV.  SUGGESTI©NS  F©R  SUBMITTING  MATERIALS  T©  THE  COMMITTEE  ON 
PR©M©TI©N  AND  TENURE   (p.  2-5  ff.) 

The  Committee  requires  candidates  to  provide,  in  duplicate, 
an  accurate  inventory  of  all  material  submitted  to  it, 
including  a  list  of  letters  of  recommendation  that 
candidates  have  asked  to  be  written.   All  material  presented 
to  the  Committee  should  be  typed  and,  with  the  exception  of 
publications,  should  be  organized  in  complete,  duplicate 
sets.   What  follows  is  not  intended  to  be  definitive  or 
exhaustive,  but  rather  to  indicate  the  kinds  of  information 
the  Committee  finds  most  helpful.   The  candidate  files  will 
be  made  available  to  all  parties  in  the  review  process, 
including  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  the  President.

2.    Evaluation  materials  relating  to  them:   typically 
this  material  will  include  letters  assessing  these 
products,  indication  of  whether  and  how  the 
journals  or  shows  in  which  they  appeared  were 
refereed,  the  acceptance  rates  of  the  journals  or 
shows,  and  the  referees'  comments.

B.  Operating  procedures   (p.  2-9  ff.) 

7.  The  Committee  evaluates  materials  supplied  to  it.   It 
is  not  obligated  to  search  out  materials  on  its  own, 
but  may  seek  additional  information. 

8.  Candidates  or  other  faculty  members  may  request  an 
appearance  before  the  Committee  to  clarify  the  data 
submitted.   The  Committee  may  request  that  candidates, 
or  others  clarify  data  in  the  files;  these  requests 
will  allow  candidates  sufficient  time  to  respond. 

9.  Following  its  own  preliminary  discussions  and  votes, 
the  Committee  consults  with  the  Dean  of  the  College 
and,  upon  request,  with  the  President. 

11.    The  Committee  reports  its  decision  to  the 

candidates  in  writing.   The  chair  of  the  Committee  will 
meet  with  candidates  who  wish  a  fuller  explanation  of 
the  decision.   Following  receipt  of  the  Committee's 
recommendation  and  a  conference  with  the  chair  of  the 
Committee,  candidates  may  request  that  the  Committee 
review  their  cases.   Because  the  Committee  may  seek 
information  as  described  in  8.  above,  such  reviews 
should  be  infrequent. 

12.   After  completing  its  deliberations  the  Committee 

reports  its  final  recommendations  to  the  President  of 
the  College. 

14.   When  the  process  is  completed,  ordinarily  before  the 
end  of  the  Spring  Semester  of  the  academic  year  in 
which  the  candidates  have  been  considered,  information 
and  documents  submitted  by  the  candidates,  such  as 
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student  questionnaires,  publications,  and 
nonconfidential  letters  written  on  behalf  of  the 
candidates,  are  returned  to  the  candidates. 

For  each  candidate  the  Committee  maintains  a  sealed, 
personal  file  containing  copies  or  summaries  of 
material  submitted  to  it  for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
calendar  years  following  the  Spring  Semester  of  the 
academic  year  in  which  the  candidate  has  been 
considered. 

The  chair  destroys  these  files  when  the  Committee 
decides  they  are  outdated. 


ADMISSIONS  REPORT 

NEW  STUDENT  ENROLLMENT  shows  230  confirmations  as  of  Thursday,  April  26 
compared  with  246  last  year  and  228  in  1988. 

There  appears  to  be  a  wait-and-see  attitude  in  regard  to  financial  aid. 
As  you  may  have  read  in  a  recent  Chronicle  of  Higher  Education, 
"glitches"  at  the  College  Scholarship  Service  in  Princeton,  NJ  have 
delayed  the  processing  of  student  financial  aid  forms  up  to  three  weeks. 
They  are  just  now  catching  up. 

It  also  appears  that  other  private  colleges  are  off  a  bit  in  new  student 
confirmations  at  this  point.   In  telephone  conversations  with 
Susquehanna,  Elizabethtown,  Elmira,  and  Juniata,  all  report  fewer 
students  confirming  as  compared  with  last  year.

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Discipline  Committee 

As  a  result  of  a  complicated  and  uninteresting  set  of  historical  circumstances,  the 
current  function  of  the  Committee  on  Discipline  is  to  hear  appeals  regarding  cases  of 
academic  dishonesty  after  they  have  been  heard  by  the  Dean  of  the  College  and 
appealed  to  the  Academic  Standards  Committee,  and  before  they  are  appealed  to  the 
President.    The  Executive  Council  believes  that  this  is  an  unnecessary  function.    For 
your  information,  faculty  are  represented  on  the  Appeals  Board  which  considers  cases 
of  potential  disciplinary  suspension  and  termination. 

Therefore,  the  Executive  Council  recommends  that  the  Faculty  eliminate  the  Committee 
on  Discipline.    This  requires  deleting  Bylaw  VI,  Section  3,  Part  4  as  revised  in 
September  1989.    (Note:    This  revision  supercedes  the  version  found  in  the  most 
recently  issued  Faculty  Handbook.) 

Election  Process 

A  faculty  member  may  serve  on  only  one  elective  committee  of  the  Faculty  at  the  same 
time.  Persons  who  will  be  on  leave  or  away  for  some  other  reason  for  a  semester  or 
longer  must  resign  from  their  committee  membership  except  for  the  Promotion  and 
Tenure  Comittee,  where  they  may  take  a  leave  of  absence.  Persons  who  will  be  serving 
as  officers  of  the  Faculty,  or  as  members  of  an  elective  committee  other  than  Academic 
Freedom  and  Faculty  Grievance,  shall  be  excluded  from  the  ballots.  A  member  retiring 
from  an  elective  committee  may  not  again  serve  on  that  committee  for  one  year.

The  Committee  requires  candidates  to  provide,  in  duplicate, 
an  accurate  inventory  of  all  material  submitted  to  it, 
including  a  list  of  letters  of  recommendation  that 
candidates  have  asked  to  be  written.   All  material  presented 
to  the  Committee  should  be  typed  and,  with  the  exception  of 
publications,  should  be  organized  in  complete,  duplicate 
sets.   What  follows  is  not  intended  to  be  definitive  or 
exhaustive,  but  rather  to  indicate  the  kinds  of  information 
the  Committee  finds  most  helpful.   The  candidate  files  will 
be  made  available  to  all  parties  in  the  review  process, 
including  the  Dean  of  the  College  and  the  President. 

B.    Professional  Development 

2.    Evaluation  materials  relating  to  them:   typically 
this  material  will  include  letters  assessing  these 
products,  indication  of  whether  and  how  the 
journals  or  shows  in  which  they  appeared  were 
refereed,  the  acceptance  rates  of  the  journals  or 
shows,  and  the  referees'  comm.ents.   The 
candidate's  goal  in  submitting  these  materials 
should  be  to  provide  the  Committee  with  a 
reasonable  basis  for  reaching  a  fair  estimate  of 
the  quality  of  his  or  her  scholarly  or  artistic 
productions.

8.  Candidates  or  other  faculty  members  may  request  an 
appearance  before  the  Committee  to  clarify  the  data 
submitted.   The  Committee  may  request  that  candidates, 
or  others  clarify  data  in  the  files;  these  requests 
will  allow  candidates  sufficient  time  to  respond. 

9.-   Following  its  own  preliminary  discussions  and  votes, 
the  Committee  consults  with  the  Dean  of  the  College 
and,  upon  request,  with  the  President. 

11.    The  Committee  reports  its  decision  to  the 

candidates  in  writing.   The  chair  of  the  Committee  will 
meet  with  candidates  who  wish  a  fuller  explanation  of 
the  decision.   Following  receipt  of  the  Committee's 
recommendation  and  a  conference  with  the  chair  of  the 
Committee,  candidates  may  request  that  the  Committee 
review  their  cases.   Because  the  Committee  may  seek 
information  as  described  in  8.  above,  such  reviews 
should  be  infrequent. 

12.   After  completing  its  deliberations  the  Committee 

reports  its  final  recommendations  to  the  President  of 
the  College. 

14.   When  the  process  is  completed,  ordinarily  before  the 
end  of  the  Spring  Semester  of  the  academic  year  in 
which  the  candidates  have  been  considered,  information 
and  documents  submitted  by  the  candidates,  such  as

student  questionnaires,  publications,  and 
nonconfidential  letters  written  on  behalf  of  the 
candidates,  are  returned  to  the  candidates. 

For  each  candidate  the  Committee  maintains  a  sealed, 
personal  file  containing  copies  or  summaries  of 
material  submitted  to  it  for  a  period  of  at  least  six 
calendar  years  following  the  Spring  Semester  of  the 
academic  year  in  which  the  candidate  has  been 
considered. 

The  chair  destroys  these  files  when  the  Committee 
decides  they  are  outdated.
